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Ahern signals 
1993 target 
on borrowing 
not to be met

THE GOVERNMENT is to aban- 
don its target of reducing the Ex- 
chequer borrowing requirement 
(EBR) to 1.5 per cent of Gross 
National Product (GNP) next 
year, the Minister for Finance has 
signalled clearly. 

The borrowing goal was set in 
the Programme for Government 
at a time when unemployment 
was lower and a strong interna- 
tional economic recovery was 
foreseen, Mr Ahern said, and his 
goal now was to reduce borrowing 
next year to somewhere below 
this year’s result, expected to be 
about 2.4 per cent of GNP. 

Mr Ahern was speaking yester- 
day at the publication of the offi- 
cial Exchequer figures for the first 
half of the year, which showed 
swe buoyant tax revenues 

ut also some pressures on Gov- 
ernment spending. 

Exchequer borrowing in the 
first six months was £647 million, 
and while this is above the £592 
million target for the full year, a 
surplus would normally be ex- 
pected in the second half of the 
— and the final figure should 

e close to target or slightly 
above. 

The high level of unemploy- 
ment and an overrun in health 
— are putting pressure on 
the public purse and today’s un- 
employment live register is ex- 
pected to show another sharp 
increase. 

Department of Finance offi- 
cials say that mid-year trends in- 
dicate that Exchequer borrowing 
for the full year could be about 
£30 million above the Budget tar- 
get. Mr Ahern said he is seeking 
Savings on spending plans to 
bring the figures back into line. 

While the Minister said he was 
satisfied with this year’s picture, 
he warned of the need for tou 
decisions in relation to the 1993 
Budget. The continued rise in un- 
employment, changes ih indirect 
taxes and the DIRT regime 
related to the EC single market, 
along with a nine per cent rise in 
public sector pay, will all put fur- 
ther pressure on next year’s Bud- 
get. The carry-over costs of tax 
and spending measures intro- 
duced in this year’s Budget will 
also be substantial. 

While Mr Ahern emphasised 
that next year’s borrowing target 
would be a matter for Govern- 
ment decision, he clearly sig- 
nalled that the 1.5 per cent target 
was no longer seen as relevant. 

When adjustment was made for

of the rise in unemployment and 
the sharp downgrading in fore- 
casts for the international econo- 
my since the Programme for 
Government was written, the ‘fig- 
ure of 1.5 per cent of GNP would 
become around 2.1 per cent of 
P, Mr Ahern said. 

He was careful, however, to 
point out that he was not saying 
this would be the 1993 Budget 
target. The Minister’s statement 
was the first official acceptance 
that the 1.5 per cent figure can 
not be reached, an opinion long- 
held in the financial markets. 

Mr Ahern has now set his sights 
on reducing borrowing next year 
to a little below this year’s figure, 
expected to be around 2.4 to 2.5 
per cent of GNP. At this early 
stage, he looks likely to aim for a 
figure of 2 per cent of GNP or 
slightly above. 

Any reduction on 1992 borrow- 
ing levels would require tough 
spending decisions, he said, but 
“‘we have to continue to reduce 
borrowing next year’. The Gov- 


ernment may also have to look 
afresh at its commitments to 
reduce income tax rates next year 
to 25 and 44 per cent. 

Overall, yesterday’s figures for 
the first half of this year are 
broadly in line with the Budget 
estimates, and any overrun on the 
EBR target is not likely to be sig- 
nificant. 


Department officials estimate 

that tax revenues could end the 
ear some £40 million above the 

udgeted figure, but fear that 
spending could be £60 million to 
£70 million more than antic- 
ipated. 

One of the main spending pres- 
sures comes from the continued 
rise in the live register, which will 
add at least £26 million to the 
Social Welfare budget. Today’s 
June unemployment register is 
expected to show another sharp 
increase due to an abnormally 
high number of students signin 
on, partly because of the lack o 
summer work overseas. 

The latest official estimate sees 
the live register averaging 
280,000 this year, 8,000 above 
the forecast when the Budget was 
released. With the register averag- 
ing 275,000 in the first five 
months, this would indicate un- 
employment will average 285,000 
in the second half, a significant 
rise, as_ Statistical changes 
removed 7,500 people from the 
register in May. 

Health spending is running £30 
million ahead of Budget, due to 
rising drug costs, overruns in 
some acute hospitals and a higher 
than anticipated demand on 
some schemes. 

There are also pressures on 
spending in education, in Ire- 
land’s contribution to the UN, 
where another £1.5 million, 
be néeded due to interventions in 
Cambodia and Yugoslavia, and 
from the beef tribunal, where 
budgeted spending is £1 million 
and at least another £1 million 
will be needed this year. 

The tax figures are strong and 
show revenues of £4.1 billion in 
the first half, running nine per 
cent ahead of the same period last 
year, compared to a Budget target 
increase of six per cent. While a 
number of special factors pushed 
up receipts in the first half, the 
Department is confident that tax 
revenues will remain above 
target. 

Income tax receipts remain 
strong, running about 8.5 per cent 
above last year, which the De- 
partment says is evidence that 
employment levels are holding 
steady.

Irish officers parley for prisoners 
in an uncivil Slavic civil war 


IRISH officers serving with the 
UN were last night active in 
negotiations for the release of 
risoners by rival militias in the 

ubrovnik area as-the UN in- 
creased its efforts to halt the civil 
war in Bosnia-Herzegovina. 

If successful, the prisoners’ 
release could be a prelude to 
more substantive peace moves, 
which cannot retrace the bloody 
path this region has taken over 
the past two years. 

Croatia, a now 
State alongside 
Herzegovina, shares many of the 
region’s ethnic hatreds. The 
length of its border, running 
south-east alongside Bosnia, was 
yesterday seething with Croatian 
troops. The pedigree of their 
army is evident; the Serbs used 
their dominant position in the 
federal army to collar the serious 
stuff when Yugoslavia broke up. 

The roads south connecting the 
State capital, Zagreb, all the way 
through the mountain passes to 
the breath-taking beauty of the 
Adriatic, are guarded with 
numerous road-blocks manned by 
young soldiers armed with sundry 
weapons — second World War

The expression of revived 
Croat nationalism might, in 
military terms, be technologically 
deficient, but in ardour: it is 
almost universal and increasingly 
shrill as the horrors of Bosnia- 
Herzegovina unfold.

There are now no 
telephone links between Serbia 
and Croatia, two states and two 
peoples so recently one as are 
none between countries at war. 

Nobody can deny the evidence 
of Serb ruthlessness as _ the 
lengthy and wearying ceaseless 
bombardment of Sarajevo and 
Dubrovnik continues. 

Dubrovnik, no longer the pearl 
of the Adriatic but a grimly 
broken ruin after being ravaged 
by bombardment has been with- 
out fresh food, meat, fish or 
electricity since June Ist. 

“It doesn’t matter what you 
don’t eat or don’t drink,” Marina 
Bender, a Dubrovnik housewife, 
told me on the telephone last 
night. She said that the day had 
been an average one. “There has 
been a lot of heavy artillery and 


mortar hits on the town. But 
there were no casualties because 
our people took shelter when the 
shooting began.” 

Asked why she stayed on, she 
said: “For those nice small —— 
which make your life. The ng 
thing I have in life are these 5 
square metres of my home. That 
is my 45 years of life. If I leave it 
all behind, what have I left of my 
life?” 

Her sister, Kasja, explains the 
intractable ferocity of the Serb- 
Croat feud simply. “It is a family 
hatred. The two sides are not so 
far apart — that’s the problem.” 

“Bolje Grob Netr Rob!” “Better 
the = than slavery” — could 
well be the watch cry of the Croat 
defenders of Dubrovnik. In fact, 
it was the slogan of Serbs 
rar a pact with the Nazis in 
1941. As the 13 Irish officers in

Reynolds warns

THE Taoiseach, Mr Reynolds, 
has warned that he will take legal 
action against any newspaper or 
broadcasting organisation which 
impugns his personal integrity 
and honesty, and he has con- 
firmed that three such actions are 
lready in train. 

As the beef tribunal prepared to 
hear evidence this week from pol- 
iticians, sources close to Mr 
Reynolds advised journalists that 
he would have no compunction 
about instituting libel actions, 
and yesterday the Taoiseach spe- 
cified his intentions. 

Mr Reynolds told political cor- 
respondents that he drew “a 
direct line of difference between 
what is a political charge and 
what is impugning personal integ- 
rity and honesty.

“I have a simple, straight- 
forward philosophy: don’t tell me 
lies or don’t tell lies on me using 
twisted facts. Just tell the truth. 
This has nothing to do with me as 
Taoiseach, but it has everything 
to do with me as Albert Reyn- 
olds.” 

This breach of precedent by 
former Taoisigh, who have not 
instituted litigation while in 
office, was justified by Mr Rey- 
nolds when he asked, rhetorically:

THE former Minister for Educa- 
tion, Ms Mary O’Rourke, has dis- 
agreed with the Green Paper 
proposals for the amalgamation 
of small primary schools. Al- 
though she stressed that she was 
not criticising the Minister, Mr 
Brennan, she added that she felt 
sure “he would listen to the voice 
of rural Ireland’’. 

Ms O’Rourke, Minister of State 
for Trade and Marketing, said 
that when she was in the Depart- 
ment of Education she had halted 
the policy of closing small rural 
schools insofar as possible. 

It is believed Ms O’Rourke’s 
comments, which were made ini- 


terview dealing with the launch of 
a book on Europe, reflect unease 
among some Fianna Fail deputies 
about the proposals for small 
schools.

Linguistic study 
behind demand for 


new Sallins inquiry

NEW linguistic evidence relating 
to the case of the 1976 Sallins 
mail train robbery has been pre- 
sented to the Government by so- 
licitors acting for four of the men 
arrested after the hold-up, with a 
request to the Attorney General 
and the Director of Public Prose- 
cutions to re-examine the case. 

The new evidence indicates 

that the wording of statements 
said to be taken from the men 
could not have come from them 
alone. 
The Minister for Justice, Mr 
Flynn, ruled out the possibility of 
an inquiry when he announced a 
Presidential pardon for one of the 
men, Mr Nicky Kelly, in April. 
But Greg O’Neill Solicitors, the 
firm acting for Mr Kelly and the 
three others, said yesterday that 
because of the “extremely serious 
implications” of the new find- 
ings, the government should ask 
the two law officers to enquire 
further into the matter. 

In a formal statement issued on 
behalf of the four, the firm said 
that expert examination of the al- 
leged confession documents of 


Mr Kelly and Mr John Fitzpat- 
rick had concluded that substan- 
tive incriminating portions of the 
statements were “indistinguish- 
able from” the utterances of cer- 
tain identifiable individuals, and 
not solely the words of the men 
who were convicted. 

The detailed scientific reports 
concerned, including references 
to the “identifiable persons’, 
have been forwarded to the Min- 
ister for Justice, the DPP, the At- 
torney General and the 
Taoiseach, Mr Reynolds. The De- 
partment would make no com- 
ment on the findings last night. 

The analysis was carried out by 
Dr Michael Farringdon of the 
University of South Wales and 
another linguistic expert, Profes- 
sor Andrew Morton. They con- 
cluded that the alleged confes- 
sions of Mr Kelly and another of 
the four, Mr Brian pong 6 
could not be accepted as solely 
their words.

THOREAU describes us all 
as standing at the meeting 
point of two eternities — 
one past, the other yet to 
come. For meteoroligists — 
in a professional sense at 
any rate — “eternity to 
come”’ stops at the outer 
limit of the latest long-range 
forecast; ‘“‘retro-eternity”’, 
on the other hand, & 
lasted since the earth began 
five million years ago — 
and that, for those of us 
like T. S. Eliot who 
measure out our lives in 
coffee spoons, is hard to 
visualise. 

Since those who concern 
themselves with the future 
do not need to look too far 
ahead, time in that direc- 
tion can be measured in the 
normal way — with days 
and weeks, or years at the 
very most. But units of this 
size are troublesome for 
those engaged in 
paleoclimatology — the 
climate as it was in prehis- 
toric times. They, like 
geologists, feel happier with 
a larger tranche of time; 
they think in terms of 
“eras” and of “periods”, 
and tie down happenings to 
specific ‘‘ages’’ or to 
‘“‘epoches’”’. 

en first devised, the 
geologic time system had 
an appealling simplicity. It 
was divided simply into 
four “periods”, which with 
indisputable logic were 
labelled the first, second, 
third and fourth. Only the 
last two of these, however,

three — or the Tertiary 
Period — is taken as lasting

eS 
ut fresh discoveries 
brought a new complexity. 
Nowadays, retro-eternity is 
divided into four “eras” — 
the Precambrian, the 
Paleozoic, the Mesozoic, 
and the Cenozoic era. Each 
of these eras is divided into 
“periods” — the two most 
recent, which together form 
the current Cenozoic Era, 
being the Quaternary and 
the Tertiary. And _ each 
period is divided into a 
number of ‘“epoches” — 
the current Quaternary 
Period consisting of two 
epoches — the Holocene 
and the Pleistocene. More 
the Tertiary 
Period is subdivided into no 
less than five epoches — 
the Pliocene, Miocene, 
Oligocene, Eocene and 
Paleocene epoches. 
Eternity, obviously, is far 
from simple! One way of 
making sense out of this 
unprounceable tangle of 
complexity is to relate to 
the different units to the 
conventional calendar. If 
ou think of an “era” as 
eing a year, then a 
“period” is analogous to a 
month, an “epoch” to a 
week, and an “age” to a 
Single day.

-Murdered men may have brought their 
IRA killers to missing woman’s grave 


ACCORDING to reliable sources 
in north Armagh yesterday, there 
are strong suspicions that the IRA 
forced two of the dead men, Mr 
Adrian Starrs and Mr Johnny 
Dignam, to take the captors to 
the grave where Ms Margaret 
Perry was buried near Mullagh- 
more, Co Sligo. 

Mr Starrs, known to have been 
active in the IRA = oe ao 
was strongly suspecte people 
in Porta cae, Co vt ng of 
having murdered Ms Perry. 

Her mother, Mrs Mary Perry, 
travelled across the Border yes- 
terday to make a “formal identifi- 
cation. Preliminary post mortem 
results indicated that Ms Perry 
had a fractured skull and had 
‘ been killed around the time of her 
‘disappearance in June of last 
year. 

Ms Perry (26), a civil service 
clerical officer had been living 
with the third man, Mr Gregory 
Burns, an associate of Starrs and 
Mr Dignam. According to local 

ple, she was infatuated with 

urns, who was described as a 
_ fantasist. 


The three men were known 
~ locally as “hoods”, the common 
term for small-time criminals who 
proliferate in poor working-class 
- areas in Northern Ireland. None 
was suspected, as the IRA 
claimed in its statement admittin 
their killings, of being active I 
members. There has been an 
almost negligible amount of IRA 
activity in the Portadown area 
where they lived. 


Mr Burns was not suspected of 
involvement in Ms Perry's murder 
as he was in Craigavon Area 
Hospital at the time she disap- 
peared. Burns suffered from a

heart condition. It is said that he 
was not known to be particularly 
violent.

However, it appears from the 
injuries visible on the bodies left 
on roads in south Armagh on 
Wednesday night, that they were 
subjected to considerable brutality 
by their IRA interrogators. 


Gardai and security forces in 
Northern Ireland have long been 
aware that the IRA keeps an 
active group of interrorgators in 
the south Armagh-north Louth 


area and it is here that many 
suspected informants are brought 
for interrogation and often, execu- 
tion. 

The of treatment the men 
were likely to have been sub- 
jected to could well have been 
sufficiently terrifying to force Mr 
Starrs and Mr Dignam a former 
INLA member, to reveal where 
Ms Perry’s body was hidden. 


It is thought that Mr Dignam or 
Mr Starrs, or both, were actually 
taken to Mullaghmore, where the 
shallow grave was pointed out. It 
is also thought that one of the 
IRA gang then telephoned gardai 
in Sligo on Tuesday evening to 
tell them of the grave. The caller 
pretended to be a priest, giving 
the name “Father Murray’’. 


Gardai have a description of a 
man who was seen in the 
Mullaghmore area and who they 
believe. might have made the 
phone call. He was described as 
slim, with fair hair, around five 


feet six or seven, and was wear- 


ing denims. He had a Donegal 
accent. 
The body was found in a copse 


inside the eastern boundary of the 
Classibawn Castle estate.

MR DESMOND O'Malley yesterday be- 
came the first witness at the beef indus- 
try tribunal to allege that Government 
decisions in relation to export credit in- 
surance were directly influenced by the 
personal closeness of Mr Larry Good- 
man to the present Taoiseach, Mr Rey- 
nolds, and his predecessor, Mr Charles 
Haughey. In what is a serious furthering 
of his allegations, Mr O’Malley traced 
the decision of the Fianna Fail Govern- 
ment in 1987 to resume ECIS cover for 
the Iraqi market to that closeness, and 
specifically to a meeting on April 8th, 
1987, between Mr Haughey, Mr Rey- 
nolds and Mr Goodman. 

Invited by Mr Seamus McKenna SC, 
acting for Larry Goodman personally, to 
withdraw his allegation, made in the 
Dail in May 1989, that “members of this 
present Government from the Taoiseach 
(i.e. Mr Haughey) down, are extremely 
close personally” to Mr Goodman, he 
refused to do so, and said, “There was 
an extremely close relationship... in the 
obtaining of and in the negotiation of 
export credit insurance, which was con- 
siderably beneficial to your client and 
detrimental to other traders.” 

On Wednesday, Mr O’Malley had 
alleged that the “‘managed policy” in 
relation to ECIS cover had its genesis in 
a meeting between Mr Reynolds and Mr 
Goodman in November 1987. 

Yesterday, he went considerably fur- 
ther and said that the more fundamental 
decision to restore export credit for Iraq 
in the first place was “‘as a result of” the 
meeting between these two men and Mr 
Haughey the previous April, very shortly

after that Government came to power. 
What is more, he drew attention to the 
private nature of the meeting, pointing 
out that no officials were present and 
that no minute was made of what was 
discussed.

We know from earlier evidence that 
this meeting did take place, because it 
was recorded in Mr Reynolds’s diary.

Mr McKenna put it to Mr O’Malley 
that his Dail allegation was merely a 
case of repeating hearsay, “especially if 
it’s bad.”” Mr O’Malley, however, invited 
Mr McKenna to explain how Mr Good- 
man was able “time and again” to “walk 
in” to Government offices, have meet- 
ings with Ministers, frequently with no 
departmental officials present, ‘‘at 
which major decisions were made” that 
had long-term consequences for the Ex- 
chequer. 

Mr Reynolds’s diary, entries for which 
stop in July 1988, record a total of nine 
meetings with Mr Goodman, in the Dail, 
in Industry and Commerce offices, and 


in Mullingar (for an “informal dinner’’), 
in addition to two meetings with a 


Goodman executive, Mr Brian Britton. \ 


Seven of these meetings took place be- 
tween the date on which Mr O’Malley 
alleges that the decision to restore cover 
for Iraq was made (April 8th, 1987) and 
that on which he says the managed pol- 
icy Originated (November 13th, 1987). It 
is arcana | these meetings, as well as 
the one which included Mr Haughey, to 
which Mr O’Malley is referring as evi- 
dence of the “extremely close personal” 
relationship which he continues to 
allege. 

r O’Malley claimed that “large sums 
of export credit insurance” were 
“granted instantly” as a result of meet- 
ings with Ministers.

enna put it to him that the two men 
had met for the first time in 1987 and 
only five or six times in all. 

oing still further with this allegation, 
and in the context of showing what he 
felt was a close personal relationship, Mr 
O’Malley went on to say that the deci- 
sion made by Mr Reynolds in October 
1988 (which he described on Monday as 
or to justify) to grant a further

“at very short notice” and without a 
process of assessment “seems strange,

This persistence in an accusation of a 
personal closeness influencing Govern- 
ment decisions is certainly the closest 
that Mr O’Malley has come to .imputing 
an error of judgment on Mr Reynolds’s 
part in the allocation of ECIS cover to 
Goodman International (as opposed to 
financial imprudence or unfairness). 

Throughout his evidence on the 
sourcing of beef, Mr O’Malley has been 
at pains to point out that he was not 
alleging that Ministers were part of what 
he continues to regard as a fraud, and 
that seems to have satisfied Mr Rey- 
nolds that the allegations are not a mat- 
ter which should break the Coalition. In 
this allegation of personal closeness 
resulting in major Government deci- 
sions and putting large amounts of Ex- 
chequer finances at risk, however, Mr 
O’Malley would seem to have crossed a 
line between trenchant political criti- 
cism on the one side and an accusation 
of an error of judgment on the other. 

It was also notable in yesterday’s evi- 
dence that Mr O’Malley said that he did 


not consult Mr Reynolds about his own 
decision in October 1989, as Minister 
for Industry and Commerce, to declare 
void the cover which had been granted 
by Mr Reynolds to Goodman Interna- 
tional and Hibernia, even though he did 
consult other members of the Cabinet, 
including Mr Haughey and the then 
Minister for Agriculture, Mr 
O’Kennedy. This failure seems signifi- 
cant because we know from other evi- 
dence that the Department of Finance 
was normally consulted about major de- 
cisions on ECIS cover. Mr Reynolds, at 
the time, was Minister for Finance. 


Mr O’Malley also told the tribunal

THE Minister for Industry and

MR LARRY Goodman gave a 
personal contribution of £20,000 
to the leader of the Progressive 
Democrats, Mr Desmond 
O’Malley TD, between 1985 and 
1989, and other beef companies 
gave £11,700, it emerged at the 
tribunal yesterday. 

Mr Seamus McKenna SC, 
counsel for Mr Goodman, had 
asked about a letter read out by 
tribunal lawyers on Monday 
which gave the impression that 
no contributions had been made 
to the PDs by anybody directly 
or ragga in the beef sector. 

Mr McKenna said that he 
wanted to draw attention to a 
Statement made on Monday by 
Mr Eoin McGonigal SC, for the 
tribunal, who had read part of a 
letter about contributions sent by 
the PDs to the tribunal.

MEMBERS of the Labour group 
again attempted to get voting 
rights extended to some emigrants 
in an amendment on the Report 
Stage of the Electoral (No 2) Bill. 
e issue has been raised at 
every stage of the Bill and was 
widely debated. Yesterday Dr Pat 
Upton sought to have a new 
amendment inserted which would 
give the vote to citizens “ordi- 
narily resident in that constitu- 
ency at any time during the 
preceding five years, but resident 
outside the State on the qualifying 
date”’. 
He believed that this proposal 
would allay some of the fears of 
members who believed that 


“enormous” numbers of emi- 


grants outside the State could : 


significantly influence the out- 
come of elections.

Men seen with 
flags, court told 


A detective garda told the Special Criminal Court. yesterday 
that he saw three men accused of IRA membership erecting 
black flags near the home of a dead IRA man in Co Monaghan. 
Detective John Farrelly said he saw Mr Aidan McGurk, Mr 
Vincent McAnespie and Mr Eamon Hanna putting the black 
flags on poles two days before the funeral in Co Monaghan last 
year of Lawrence McNally. 

McNally was one of three IRA men shot dead by the SAS 
in Co Tyrone in June last year. Four men have denied charges 
of IRA membership on June 6th last year — the day McNally’s 
body was brought across the Border into Co Monaghan. Mr 
McGurk (34), from Carrickmore, Mr McAnespie (29), from 
Aughnacloy, Mr Hanna (21), from Coalisland and Mr Brendan 
Corrigan (30), from Emyvale, Co Monaghan, all deny IRA 
membership. Mr McAnespie has denied that he helped erect 
black flags on June 4th and Mr McGurk, Mr McAnespie and 
Mr Hanna have denied knowing each other before McNally’s 
funeral on June 6th. 

The detective said he saw four men putting up black a 
on the evening of June 4th at Silverstream near the McNally 
home. He recognised two of the men as the accused Mr 
McGurk and Mr McAnespie. He later stopped a car comin 
from Silverstream and recognised the passenger as another o 
the men he had seen putting up the flags. 

The court has heard that the accused men were arrested 
after a chase in fields close to McNally’s. home. Gardai fired 
over 60 shots, saying they were fired on by a group of armed 
men. After the shooting, gardai found combat uniforms, berets 
and balaclavas, but no guns. There were no traces of firearms 
on any of the accused men. 

A verdict is expected today. 


Libyan attempt for 
refugee status fails 


A LIBYAN national who was removed from a plane at Dublin 
Airport on September 29th, 1991, failed yesterday in his Su- 
preme Court appeal against the rejection of his application for 
refugee status in this State. 

r Marey Gutrani arrived in Ireland in February 1983 on 
a student visa which expired on June 30th, 1984, when he went 
into hiding, holding various jobs. He was found working ille- 
gally in a restaurant in 1989. 

_ Mr Gutrani and two other Libyans were taken to Dublin 
Airport some time later, where the captain of the Libyan-bound 
aircraft ordered that Mr Gutrani be removed because of his 
violent resistence. The other two men were deported. 

Mr Gutrani had made a number of applications to the High 
Court for leave to remain in Ireland under refugee status and 
for humanitarian reasons. When these were refused, he ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court. 

The High Court found that he’had failed to substantiate an 
alleged fear of persecution in Libya. In the unanimous judg- 
ment of the Supreme Court dismissing the appeal, Mr Justice 
McCarthy said he doubted if the humanitarian considerations 
which Mr Gutrani had cited in his - cada appeals would 
extend to such matters as political differences or fear of perse- 
cution. . 

Mr Justice McCarthy said that in his view, the Minister

Rape jury discharged 


A JURY in a rape trial in the Central Criminal Court has been 
discharged following legal submissions by a defence lawyer. Mr 
Justice Carney discharged the Jury yesterday during the second 
day of the trial of a 22-year-old Ballina man, who pleaded not 
guilty to the rape and sexual assault of a mildly mentally 
retarded woman at her home in Co Mayo on January 19th, 
1991. 

He also denied he had broken into her house or that he 
stole £4. 

The trial was terminated by Mr Justice Carney following 
legal submissions by Mr Barry White SC, (with Mr John Jor- 
dan, barrister, instructed'by Mr Denis Molloy). Mr White’s 
submissions, made in the absence of the jury, involved alleged 


procedural breaches in the accused man’s arrest and detention. 


The accused man was remanded in custody to Monday 
next for mention of the case before Mr Justice Fergus Flood. 

An application yesterday for his immediate release on bail 
was refused when a garda ee gave evidence that the 
accused man had absconded to England while on summons to 
appear at the district court in respect of the charges in 1991. 

Sergeant Michael Hussey of Ballina said that the accused 
man had been arrested last February following his return from 
England. He has been in custody since then. 

During the trial, the 25-year-old mother told the prosecu- 
tor, Mr Anthony Kennedy SC, that her two-year-old daughter 
was hysterical when the man, whom she had never seen before, 
broke into her house in the early hours of the morning and 
—_— her. As he dressed, he had asked her to marry him and 
told her he would support her child. 


Travellers head east 


A LARGE convoy of travellers with up to 40 caravans left 
Ballincollig, near Cork, early yesterday morning following a 
High Court injunction, writes Dick Hogan. The group was 
apparently heading for the east coast. 

The injunction was granted after solicitors for the Topps 
chewing _ factory in Ballincollig asked the court to intervene 
after failing to persuade the travellers to leave company 
property. 

Yesterday, a delegation of European business people was to 
arrive in the factory to discuss a possible export deal. In an 
affidavit to the court the Topps company secretary, Mr John 
Cunningham, said that Topps operated in a highly competitive 
field and it was important that the plant should be seen by the 
delegation in the best light.

journalist Anne Maguire. Large 
numbers also attended the 
removal of the remains on 
‘Wednesday evening from her 
home near Derrygonnelly to St 
Patrick’s Church in the town. Ms 
Maguire, who was 28, died on 
Monday evening when the car 
which she was driving collided 
with a lorry near Dungannon, Co 
Tyrone. 


Ms Maguire had been a staff 
reporter in the Belfast office of 
The Irish Times since 1990. She 
had previously worked for the 
Newsletter in Belfast. Her book 
“For Brian’s Sake”, an account of 
the captivity of hostage Brian 
Keenan, as seen through the eyes 
of his sisters in Belfast, was pub- 
lished last year to considerable ac- 
claim. In her period working with 
The Irish Times, she had become 
deeply involved in the case of the 
UDR Four and had written a 
number of authoritative and ex- 
clusive reports on developments 
in the case. Many tributes were 
paid to her over recent days by 
political and other groupings and 
Belfast City Council observed a 
minute’s silence in her memory at 
its weekly meeting on Wednesday. 


She was a former president of 
the Students’ Union at Queen’s 
University Belfast and many col- 
leagues from student days also 
attended the funeral and removal. 

The chief mourners were her 
parents, Mr John James Maguire 
and Mrs Kathleen Maguire, with 
her brother Patrick and her sisters 
Una, Maureen and Caroline. Mass 
was concelebrated by the Rev Pat- 
rick =i PP, Rev Kevin 
Duffy CC, Rev Brian D’Arcy, Rev 
Joe McVeigh and Rev P J 
Corrigan.

She had 
enough information, enough 
quotes for her story. She had in- 
terviewed many bereaved people 
in Northern Ireland before — it 1s 
always a draining experience.

She stayed because she knew it 
was important. Not for her. Not 
for the story. But for him. At the 
end, he told her that he felt better 
after talking to her than he had 
after talking to all the others who 
had rallied around.

She was deeply proud of her 
close-knit family and her Ferman- 
agh roots.

the present incumbent is the third 
(she told us this several times). 
She went back to her family in 
Fermanagh often, and invited her 
friends to come with her. She was 
coming back from there to Belfast 
when she was killed. 

She could have done anything. 
Who knows where she would have 
gone, what job she would have 
done next, what book she would 
have written? We were lucky — 
Jill, Kieran, George, Ingrid and 
ourselves — to have shared our 
small office with her for 18 
months. She was full of life, and 
she filled the office with warmth, 
vitality and energy.

The day after she died, her 
mother told us how at home she 
often talked about her work. “She 
loved her job,” she said. Well, her 
job, and in particular her col- 
leagues, loved her very much and 
miss her terribly.

Welsh holidaymakers get ceach under way again after four-day delay 


IT may have been the start of the 
holiday season in France this 
week, but there was little evi- 
dence of any holiday spirit among 
the millions of French and for- 
eign tourists stuck in gargantuan 
traffic jams throughout the 
country yesterday. 

The only ones who seemed in 
festive spirit were the French 
truck drivers who have been 
blockading the motorways with 
trucks for the last four days. Un- 
shaven and dirty, due to the lack 
of water, they sat around camp 
stoves in their shorts, warming up 
cans of cassoulet and looking for 
all the world like jolly French 
campers. 


On some roads, where they set 
up filter blockades, the drivers 
cheered and clapped as cars man- 
aged to negotiate the labyrinthine 
passage between the trucks.

THIS WEEK’S reported £32.5 
million transfer of a 23-year-old 
Italian footballer, Gianluigi 
Lentini, from Torino to AC Milan 
has provoked indignant comment 
throughout Italian society, ranging 
from the soccer community to the 
Vatican daily paper L’Osservatore 
Romano. 

Although AC Milan’s owner- 
president, Mr Silvio Berlusconi 
and Lentini both claim that the 
reported figure of £32.5 million 
represents a gross exaggeration, 
sources close to the Milan club 
remain convinced that Lentini was 
purchased for £11.5 million, while 
he has been guaranteed a four-year 
contract with an annual of 
£4 million. The remaining £5 mil- 
lion comes by way of a “luck 
penny” payment made directly to 
the player by Milan to induce him 
to sign. 

Lentini’s departure from Torino 
provoked a mini-riot in Turin on 
Wednesday, with more than 2,000 
Torino fans gathering outside the 
club headquarters to protest at the 
departure of one of the most 
sought-after young talents in Ital- 
ian soccer. Riot police had to inter- 
vene, but not before damage had 
been done to the Torino club of- 
fices and to nearby shop windows. 

The alleged size of the Lentini 
transfer prompted L’Osservatore 
Romano to make an unusual refer- 
ence to soccer, commenting: 
“There was a time when the cham- 
pionship was won by the best side, 
on the . Now, it is won by the 
strongest clubs, economically 
speaking...

Until one month ago, Roberto 
Baggio’s £12 million pound move 
from Fiorentina to Juventus in 
1990 was the most expensive, al- 
though that figure was surpassed 
in early June of this year when 
Juventus signed the Sampdoria 
striker, Gianluca Vialli, for an esti- 
mated £17.5 million.

‘New Yorker’ departs 
from convention 


THE INSIDERS’ journal in New 
York is the New Yorker; in Wash- 
ington it’s New Republic. Their 
content influences the national de- 
bate. In this most unconventional 
election year, both have passed 
into the hands of unconventional 
editors, not just outsiders but Brit- 
ish, creating a stir in the world of 
publishing and politics. 

Tina Brown’s appointment this 
week as editor of the stately New 
Yorker came as a particular shock. 
It was “as juicy as it was unex- 
pected” the New York Times said. 

_Ms Brown (38), moves from an 
eight-year roller-coaster editorship 
of Vanity Fair, another New 
York-based magazine with a 
world-wide circulation. She made 
it a rip-roaring success through ce- 
lebrity features, good writing and 
Outrageous covers, including one 
featuring the actress Demi Moore, 
pregnant and nude. 

In London Tina Brown is 
remembered as the editor who 
quadrupled the circulation of the 
Tatler. The New Yorker is the Big 
Apple’s Tatler. She will know 
what to do to liven things up. 

The New Yorker’s long-serving 
staff have barely recovered from 
the bloodletting in 1987 when its 
editor of 36 years, William 
Shawn, was fired. In a third of a 
century he had transformed it 
from a_ brilliant, irreverent 
product of the jazz age to a staid, 
prestigious and sometimes whim- 
sical journal. 

Little had changed under 
Shawn’s successor, Robert 
Gottlieb, and reports were circu- 
lating in the industry — denied by 
executives — that the New Yorker 
lost $10 million last year. Circula- 
tion stands at 625,000, its highest 
ever, but advertising was down 
18.5 per cent from 1990. 

Ms Brown, whose husband, the 
former Sunday Times editor, Har- 
old Evans, is president of the Ran- 
dom House publishing trade 
group, has promised to maintain 
the quality and the intellectual 
prestige of the 67-year-old journal, 
which like Vanity Fair is owned 
by Mr SI Newhouse, Jr.

THE Polish Prime Minister, Mr 
Waldemar Pawlak, last night 
resumed attempts to form a cabi- 
net after his resignation was 
turned down by President Lech 
Walesa. 


Mr Pawlak (32), the head of the 
Polish Peasants Party who was 
named prime minister on June 
4th, earlier told parliament he 
wanted to step down because no 
other party backed his.bid to 
form a government. 


Last night a spokesman said he 
was preparing for talks with a 
pro-reform bloc led by the former 
Prime Minister, Mr Tadeusz 
Mazowiecki, which earlier had 
refused to join the cabinet, but 
said it is now willing to do so if 
asked. 


Attempts to form a stable gov- 
ernment in Poland have been 
thwarted by the deeply divided 
parliament, which has 18 parties 
and numerous’ independents 
locked in a constant quarrel with 
one another. 


The presidential official said 
the rejection of Mr Pawlak’s res- 
ignation came during a telephone 
conversation between Mr Walesa 
and the speaker of the Sejm 
(lower house of parliament), Mr 
Wieslaw Chrzanowski. 


Earlier, Mr Pawlak told the 
parliament that he had asked Mr 
Walesa to relieve him of his job 
because nearly a month of talks 
with various political parties

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Old British rhetoric masks a new readiness to do business with the Community 


Is ‘Rory’ rampant or is he an EC lionheart? 


“RORY THE LION”, the logo 
chosen by Britain to mark the 
presidency of the EC perfectly 
Symbolises its ambivalent ap- 
proach towards the Community. 
at on your point of 
view,the logo either shows the 
British lion at the heart of Europe 
or it depicts the lion rampaging 
through the Community. 
Ever-conscious of the Tory 
Euro-sceptics, the Major govern- 
ment is in no hurry to resolve this 
ambiguity. At a series of briefings 
in London this week, the old 
Thatcherite anti-European rheto- 
ric was still in evidence. 
The Foreign Secretary, Mr 
Hurd, said he was working to en- 
Sure that the Community no 
longer lurked behind every bush. 
Mr Tristan Garel-Jones, the For- 


eign Office minister, proclaimed 
proudly that the euphoria for a 
single state in Europe is now 
dead. 

Mrs Gillian Shephard , the col- 
ourful and very impressive Em- 
ployment Secretary, was full of 
the old Thatcherite certainty on 
Europe. What proposals in the 
EC Social Action Programme did 
she support? “Well to be honest 
none of them ,” she replied with 
great gusto, the people in the 
pubs, she told us, were simply up 
in arms about EC plans to set a 
maximum 48-hour week. They 
wanted to enjoy the liberty of 
working longer hours, she said 
confidently. 

Later she told us that there was 
no link whatever between a per- 
son’s health and their working 


hours and health. No link whatso- 
ever. 

All of this colourful language 
may help to mollify the Euro- 
sceptics in the Westminster and in 
the Tory press but it is only part of 
the truth. The Major government 
certainly casts a cold eye on Brus- 


sels. It opted out of the Maastricht , 


agreement on social policy and 
reserved its position on the single 
currency. But these were impor- 
tant symbolic gestures. The day- 
to-day reality is that Britain is in 
there playing its full part in the 
Community. 

The old rhetoric masks a new 
readiness to do business with 
Brussels and to compromise. In 
the past fortnight alone, the Brit- 
ish Government has abandoned 
long held “positions of principle” 
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on monetary and social policy. 
This week, for the first time Brit- 
ain conceded the important prin- 
ciple that the EC does have the 
right to set minimum VAT rates 
in the Single Market. 


On social policy, it was Mrs 
Shephard, no less, who signed up 
last week to a far-reaching EC 
agreement on working hours. The 
agreement means that Britain will, 
for the first time, have to provide 
legal protection for workers who 


do not wish to work more than 48 
hours per week. 

The Prime Minister, Mr Major, 
meanwhile, will be working hard 
over the coming months to con- 
vince Euro-sceptics in his party 
and in the country about the vir- 
tues of the Maastricht Treaty. 

This week, British “ministers 
calml —— off any sugges- 
tion that ratification by Westmin- 
ster of the treaty was in doubt. Mr 
Tristan Garel-Jones, said that the 
anti-Maastricht motion supported 


by over 70 MPs was no more than 


. a type of “parliamentary graffiti” 


which does not amount to very 
much. 
It was Mr Garel-Jones who 


neatly summarised the British ap- 


proach towards the presidency. 
The people of London, he said, 
will not greet Jacques Delors with 
poet enthusiasm and delight. 
ey will not line the streets with 
Euro-flags. The British, he says, 
have a_ businesslike approach 
towards the EC. “For the British, 
the Community is a bit like the 
Inland Revenue. It is not some- 
thing on which we hold strong ab- 
stract passions. It is something 
which must be made to work.” 
The British are fortunate that 
they assume the Presidency at a 
time when, as Mr Hurd says, the 


“flow of ideas” has turned in their 
direction. The Danish referendum 
result means that there is a new 
stress on making the Community 
more accountable, more business- 
like and more responsive to the 
real needs of its citizens. 

The Presidency is likely to be 
dominated by the effort to put 
some flesh on the vague principle 
of subsidiarity. Mr Hurd defines 
this as “minimal EC interference’. 
The Commission might prefer a 
less loaded term. 

Mr Major wants to make 
subsidiarity a “natural part of the 


“Community’s instincts rather than 


something that is just wheeled out 
from time-to-time when it is con- 
venient.” 

Despite-this, the Presidency ap- 
pears to have no “shopping list” 


of policy areas which might be 
surrendered by the Comimission, 
as part of ‘the drive towards 
subsidiarity. A discussion paper is 
promised in the autumn but agree- 
ment on a procedure to help en- 
sure subsidiarity will not be easy. 
What one government sees as in- 
terference could be seen by others 
as the kind of useful intervention 
necessary to ensure a level playing 
field in the Single Market. 

Despite this, the timing of the 
Presidency does give Britain a 
great opportunity to cast the EC 
more in its Own image. 

Subsidiarity may be one of 
those awful EC buzzwords. But a 
determined British effort to insert 
it into the workings of the Com- 
munity could have a dramatic 
impact.

A FORCE of 300 Canadian UN 
peacekeepers successfully reached 
the airport of the besieged Bos- 
nian capital yesterday after the 
commander of the United 
Nations force threatened to open 
fire on a Bosnian militia force 
which blocked the convoy’s route. 

Colonel Michael Jones, com- 
mander of the UN troops who ar- 
rived yesterday, said an outbreak 
of fighting between UN peace- 
keepers and the local militia had 
been perilously close, in the town 
of Donji Vakut, a town tucked 
away in the mountains of north- 
‘ern Bosnia. 

He said he deployed snipers 
and armoured personnel carriers 
to force what he called “the local 
warlord and his band” — be- 
. lieved to be Croatian — to back 
down and allow the UN force 
through. “‘He threatened to shoot 
me if I crossed his roadblocks. I 
told the militia leader: ‘If you 
attack, we will be forced to return 
fire.’ I folded my map and said I 
was leaving.” 

The arrival in Sarajevo airport 
of fresh UN forces brought new 
hope to the city’s. 300,000 
trapped civilian inhabitants that 
a massive relief programme can 
now get under way. 

Another 450 peacekeepers, due 
- to reach Sarajevo airport last 
- night, will beef up the strength of 
the UN force, and make it poss- 
~ ible to distribute the humanitar- 
ian aid which is being flown into 
the city. The UN Secretary-Gen- 
eral, Boutros Boutros Ghali, said 
in London that a mixed force of 
around 1,500 UN troops — from 
France, Ukraine, and Egypt — 
will now be sent to Sarajevo, 
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allowing the Canadian force to 
return to Croatia, where it has

De Klerk wants to 
meet black leaders 


PRESIDENT F W de Klerk last 
night pressed for an urgent meet- 
ing between himself and the pres- 
idents of the African National 
Congress and the Inkatha Free- 
dom Party to address the problem 
of violence. 

His proposal for a trilateral 
meeting was contained in a letter 
to the ANC president, Mr Nelson 
Mandela, replying to a early 
memorandum from the ANC. In 
his letter — which was delivered 
at the same time as Mr De Klerk 
addressed the nation on televi- 
sion — Mr De Klerk insisted that 
the violence was primarily be- 
tween the ANC and Chief 
Mangosuthu Buthelezi’s Inkatha 
‘Freedom Party. 

For that reason 2 meeting 
should be arranged between Mr 
Mandela and Chief Buthelezi as 
soon as possible, Mr De Klerk 
said, adding that he should be 
present because of the govern- 
ment’s responsibility for main- 
taining law and order. Mr De 
Klerk mooted three points for 
consideration: establishment of a 
mechanism to assess existing 
measures to combat violence; set- 
ting up of joint monitoring body 
to anticipate and defuse violence; 
and, critically, involvement of the 
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international Community in an 
observer capacity. The trilateral 
meeting should be supplemented 
by a bi-lateral meeting between 
the ANC and the government to 
“remove any misconception,” 
President De Klerk said. 

In his letter Mr De Klerk 
bluntly dismissed ANC allega- 
tions that his administration was 
secretly orchestrating violence in 
the black community as a lie. A 
sombre Mr De Klerk made the 
same point in his television 
address: ““The ANC and its allies 
have repeatedly attacked and 
slandered the government. They 
have claimed that the govern- 
ment and I were involved in the 
Boipatong massacre. It is a lie ... 
There is not a shred of proof to 
support these accusations.” At- 
tacking the ANC’s mass mobilisa- 
tion campaign, President De 
Klerk said: “The ultimate goal 
(is) to overthrow the government 
by coercion.” Appealing for calm, 
he added: “The government will 


not hesitate to take all steps nec- 
essary to prevent the country 
from sliding into anarchy.” 

At a news conference in Pre- 
toria, the Minister of Law and 
Order, Mr Hernus Kriel, dis- 
missed speculation that the gov- 
ernment was thinking of re- 
introducing a state of emergency. 
The violence was restricted to a 
few “hot spots” and imposition 
of a national state of emergency 
was therefore not under consider- 
ation, he said. President De 
Klerk’s letter blamed the current 
crisis on the “insurrectionist 
thinking” in the ANC propagated 
by a cabal drawn from the South 
African Communist Party and 
the Congress of South African 
Trade Unions. 

Addenda detailing government 
thinking on constitutional mat- 
ters attached to the six-page letter 
delivered to Mr Mandela illus- 
trated the government’s point 
about differences not being irrec- 
oncilable. The De Klerk adminis- 
tration itself proposed that the 
transitional government should 
not last longer than three years, 
thereby removing ANC fears that 
the government would try to lock 
indefinitely into a transitional 
phrase. 


Abortion pills are 
confiscated in NY 


A DOZEN samples of the abortion 
pill in use in Britain and France 
were confiscated on Wednesday by 
US Customs at Kennedy Airport in 
New York from a pregnant Ameri- 
can woman seeking to highlight a 
ban on the in the US. 

The pill, RU-486, which could 
transform the highly-emotional 
abortion debate in the US, is pro- 
hibited by the US Food and Drug 
Administration. 

The woman, a 29-year-old social 
worker who gave her name as 
Leona, was selected by the group 
Abortion Rights Mobilisation to 
obtain the pill in Britain under pre- 
scription written by Dr Louise 
Tyrer of American Planned Par- 
enthood. Customs officials were in- 
formed in advance. 

Abortion rights activists claimed 
the ban was due to the anti- 
abortion policy of the US adminis- 
tration. However, RU-486, used by 
one in three French women seeking 
an abortion, is on the US prohib- 
ited list mainly because its manu- 
facturers, Roussel-Uclas of Paris, a 
branch of the German firm 
Hoechst, is reluctant to allow it to 
be tested in the US. 

This was due to a possible boy- 
cott of its other pharmaceutical 
products by anti-abortion groups, 
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— to Dr Michael Policar, 
vice-president for medical affairs of 
Planned Parenthood. 

A spokeswoman for Roussel- 
Uclas in Paris, Dr Katrina Regy, 
confirmed to The Irish Times that 
the company had not sent RU-486 
to the US for testing and market- 
ing because “the subject of 
abortion is too controversial 
there.” 

The pill induces a miscarriage by 
blocking the effects of the hormone 
progesterone, Dr Policar said in a 
telephone interview from his New 
York office. It can be taken up to 
— weeks after eg a A 
second drug, prostaglandin, is nor- 
mally taken two days later < hye 
tion or suppository to complete the 
process, which is said to have a 96 
per cent success rate. 

No US drug companies had 
come forward to develop and mar- 
ket the drug because they also 
feared a boycott, he said. He be- 
lieved the inclusion of RU-486 on 
the banned list of the US Food and 


Drug Administration may have 
been litically motivated”, but 
that this was a technicality which 
could be overcome if a US company 
applied for permission to carry out 
tests.

PRESIDENT HAVEL stands for 
re-election as president of 
Czechslovakia today in the full 
knowledge that almost certainly 
he will defeated. 

The election of the president is 
an exclusively parliamentar 
affair — a legacy of the sstill- 
— communist constitution 
when the president was effec- 
tively a communist party 
appointment. To be elected on the 

rst round, a candidate needs to 
win a three-fifth majority in all 
three chambers of the federal 
parliament. The two most suc- 
cessful candidates go through to 
the second round, where a simple 
majority is sufficient to win. 

Mr Havel is effectivel 
uno d, the only other nomi- 
nee is Mr Juraj Cop, a “joke” 
candidate from the _ ultra-right 
— Party who will collect 
only a handful of votes. But Mr 
Viadimir Meciar, Prime Minister 
of the Slovak Republic and leader 
of the. separatist Movement for 
roneadatea Slovakia, .has 
repeate 
trol of the Slovak chamber 
federal parliament to block Mr 
Havel. With the- support of the 
Slovak communists, now called 
the Democratic Left, Mr Meciar 
can prevent his re-election on 
both rounds. 

_Despite the resounding election 
Hse of Mr Meciar’s party in 
the Slovak republic, the latest 
py — show that a majori 
of Czechs still want to live wit 
the Slovaks in a common state. 
But, such is Mr Havel’s popu- 
larity among the Czechs that his 
defeat is likely to crystallise the 
rising anti-Slovak sentiment. “If 
they don’t want Havel, we don’t 
want them,” an elderly lady said 
yesterday as she queued up to 
sign a petition calling for Czech 
independence which has so far 
attracted about 35,000 signatures. 


The Czech Prime Minister, Mr - 


Vaclav Klaus, who is also riding a 
wave of sem Czech support, 
said that he will not support any 
other candidate for federal presi- 
dent and that ‘a _ reasonable 
divorce” should be concluded 
between the Czech and Slovak 
republics. 


But, despite Mr Havel’s dim 
prospects, it is still too early to 
write his political obituary. Even 
if he were ready for redecoratin 
his flat, writing a new play an 
travelling — his answer to a pre- 
election question, “What would 
you do i - were not presi- 
dent?” — the Czechoslocak con- 
Stitution seems to prevent him 
from doing so. 

Mr Klaus will use his control of 
the Czech chamber of the federal 
assembly to block any other 
presidential candidate and in the 
event of an inconclusive presiden- 
tial election, the constitution 
— that the incumbent pre- 
sident has to stay on. Though Mr 
Havel has insisted he “will not be 
a clerk in charge of dismantling 
something’’, it seems he is consti- 
tutionally bound to do so. 

Mr Havel also has shown no 
willingness to vacate his position.

Two weeks ago Mr Klaus and 
Mr Meciar announced their inten- 
tion to prepare “conditions for 
the smooth functioning of two 
sovereign states’ by September 
30th. The federal government has 
therefore a ‘caretaker’ look, 
with each side keeping its stars 
for the republican governments 
and appointing “safe hands” to 
the federal government. 

The slimmed-down federal gov- 


‘ernment will have five ministries: 


economy, finance, interior, 
defence, and foreign, as well as 
one premier and four deputy 
— with special responsi- 
ility for devolving the respon- 
sibilities of. former federal 
ministries to the republican gov- 
ernments. 

The Slovaks got the foreign 
ministry and the defence ministry, 
which went to Mr Jozef Moravic, 
an unknown lawyer, and General 
Imrich Andrejcak, a former senior 
army Official before the revolu- 
tion, respectively. 

Crucially, the Czechs have 
secured the premiership and the 
finance ministry, which go to Mr 
Jan Strasky and Mr Jan Klak, 
respectively, both of whom have 
proved their free-market creden- 
tials in government over the past 
two years. 


Rabin pledges to 
move quickly 


JERUSALEM — The Israeli Labour Party leader, Mr Yitzhak Rabin, 
entrusted officially yesterday with the task of forming Israel’s new 
government, pledged to work as fast as possible to get on with the job 


of making peace. 


Mr Rabin immediately took up President Chaim Herzog’s offer to 
build a coalition in 21 days and take over from the right-wing Likud. 
Party of the Israeli Prime Minister, Mr Yitzhak Shamir. 

“I hope to form my government as soon as possible,”’ Mr Rabin 
told journalists. Mr Rabin previously has said he would like to have a 
centre-left coalition ready for July 13th when parliament resumes. —

Treaty attacked in Iron 
Lady’s maiden speech 


LONDON — Lady Thatcher yesterday launched another fierce attack 
on the Maastricht Treaty, urging Britain and its European partners to 
use the Danish referendum result as a chance to “think again’’. 

In her 24-minute maiden speech in the House of Lords, she told a 
packed chamber that the treaty did not tackle today’s problems. “‘The 
world has changed dramatically in the last two years and the Commu- 
nity must adapt to that or it will lose its purpose and support,” she 


warned. 


“The result of the Danish referendum is an opportunity to think 
again, but there is regrettably little sign that the Community as a 


whole is ready to do that.” 


Throwing aside the convention that maiden speeches should be 
brief and not controversial, Lady Thatcher criticised the treaty, say- 
ing: “‘Justifiable scepticism is on the increase. People feel that their 
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Lady Thatcher: urged Britain to ‘think again’ 


governments have gone ahead too fast, so that now the gap between 
governments and people is too much.” 

Within hours of her speech, the Prime Minister, Mr John Major, 
hit back at opposition within the Tory Party to European federalism, 
warning that he did not want the country to be a “little England”’. 
Speaking at a private meeting of Tory MPs, he signalled the difference 
between his and his predecessor’s EC approach: “I do not want a 
Europe led by France and Germany with us tailing away in the rear.”

Celtic Film and TV Festival in Carmarthen, south Wales

WN AN impassioned 
address to delegates at the 
13th Celtic Film and TV 

Festival, the eminent film 

director David Puttnam 

warned of the increasing 
dangers of homogenisation in 
film and TV, of the need to be 
wary of a philosophy based 
only on the “bottom line” 
and, where patrons were con- 

cerned, the need to create a 

genuine trust between patron 

and film-maker. 


In some ways it could be 
argued that Puttnam was 
preaching to the converted, for 
there was considerable diversity 
in the films on view, the “‘bottom 
line’”’ was clearly not a concern 
for sO many minority-language 
productions and the “patrons”’ in 
many cases were themselves 
senior film-makers before joining 
management. 


Nevertheless, with so many 
young film-makers present — 
some displaying their first produc- 
tions — great attention was paid 
to the views of the renowned 
director. 


Postponed from April because 
of the British general election, 
this year’s festival has been 
deemed a modest but hardly spec- 
tacular success. In some ways it 
may have been too ambitious, 
with too many screenings and 
seminars running concurrently in 
two main venues which were not 
within easy walking distance of 
each other. 

The seminars and discussions 
were certainly a let-down, charac- 
terised for the most part by a 
great deal of waffle and the 
churning out of highly predictable 
views and attitudes, none of 
which appeared to have changed 
much over the years. 


John Byrne, the author of the 
acclaimed Scottish TV drama 
series “Tutti Frutti’, was sched- 
uled to give a talk on 
scriptwriting: those who came 
along — a good attendance of 
perhaps 60 people — had to 
endure a rambling discourse 
which threw little light on the 
topic. Happily, this was followed 
by a much more useful ‘“master- 
class” given by actress Sorcha 
Cusack. But later that evening the 
young director of an S4C film 
found himself — because of poor 
organisation — trying to conduct 
a question-and-answer session in 
a crowded reception hall with 
people eating, drinking and 
talking. 

Similarly, those who attended 
the presentation by the Baltic 
states found it vague and 
unimpressive. To further the fes- 
tival’s efforts to nurture media 
development in “fringe” coun- 
tries, representatives from 
Lithuania, Lativa and Estonia had 
been invited. The films they 
showed, however, were of gen- 
erally very poor quality. 

The festival acts as a showcase 
for films from Ireland, Wales, 
Cornwall, Brittany and Scotland. 
Yet the screenings were very 


poorly attended, often attracting 
no more than _ half-a-dozen 
viewers, with other delegates pre- 
ferring to attend the various 
seminars — or perhaps follow the 
Dylan Thomas trail in this attrac- 
tive area of south Wales. 

It was, as things turned out, a 
great day for the Irish. From the 
‘beginning it was clear that some 
of the Irish films were attractin 
substantial audiences. The award- 
winning ““Talamh Pheadair” — a 
directorial: debut from Breandan 
Feiritear, head of Radio na Gael- 
tachta, drew a very enthusiastic 
response for its simple depiction 
of the life of an elderly Islander. 

Ciaran Donnelly’s brief but 
witty ‘Bound for Manhattan” 
had few viewers, but those who 
did see it regarded it as a festival 
highlight. Barra de Bhaldaithe im- 
pressed with his stark and 
unsettling ‘‘Conneally’s Choice” 
(out of competition). Kieron J. 
Walsh’s skilfully-filmed 
‘“‘Bossanova Blues” was a gritty 
and thoughtful piece of work. 


In general, films were let down 
by a lack of publicity — a fault 
one must ascribe not to the 
festival organisers but to the 
producer/directors themselves, 


-many of whom appear to believe 


their work is completed when the 
film is made and seem to ignore 
the all-important marketing side. 
Carmarthen is not Cannes, and 
one doesn’t expect (or want) a 
massive publicity avalanche, but 
certainly, there were too many 
lights hiding under bushels — a 
very odd situation in a competi- 
tive film industry. 

Meanwhile, David Puttnam was 
warning of how film-making talent 
can be corrupted when it joins the 
mainstream. Predictably enough, 
given his own unhappy US ex- 

riences as head of Columbia 

ictures, he painted a bleak pic- 
ture of American film-making, 
where there was, he said, not a 
poverty of talent but a poverty of 
ambition: “In the US now it is 
hard to find honest, open debate 

. and the intellectuals must to 
some extent be in collusion. 
There is a mute complicity in 
avoiding issues — I saw this at 
first hand around US boardroom 
tables, where people are afraid to 
raise a dissenting voice.” 

Puttnam is well-known for his 
views — mostly very negative — 
on mainstream American film, but 
he insisted his speech was not 
just another anti-US diatribe. Cer- 
tainly, it came across to a very 
impressed audience as a wholly 
sincere and thoughtful philosophy 
of film-making in an environment 
where “the corporate body func- 
tions as a moral air-lock’’. 

The festival also featured a 
tribute to that enfant terrible of 
British film-making, Kenneth 
Griffith. The enfant is now in his 
early seventies, but as opinion- 
ated as ever. When I asked why 
his film on Michael Collins, 
‘“‘Hang Out Your Brightest 
Colours’, had originally been 
banned, his answer was that the 
film showed ‘the truth”. He went 
on from there to lecture on the 
evil nature of British colonialism: 


“It is appalling, Britain in Ireland, 
appalling.” The film was actually 
suppressed by television execu- 
tive Lew Grade, on a nod from 
the British government of the 
day. Now, says Griffith, he keeps 
a cigar he accepted from Grade 
“in the same frame as my copy of 
the proclamation of the Irish 
Republic”. 
riffith also had a run-in with 
Bob Collins, RTE’s director of 
TV programmes. “I have my eye 
on you, Mr Collins’, warned 
Griffith from the auditorium. 
Collins o> 6 tora by saying that 
the Skibbereen Eagie once 
warned that it had its eye on the 
Tsar, “and I’m about as worried 
as he was’’. 
“ Meanwhile, at a discussion on 
broadcasting in the Celtic lan- 
ages, Radio na Gaeltachta pro- 
ucer Padraig. O’Ciardha pointed 
out that the station faced a huge 
challenge because of emigration; 
with young people moving away, 
its audience was gradually being 
lost. O’Ciardha is currently on 
secondment to the office of the 
Minister for Communications, his 
brief being to: advise Mrs 
pe a uinn on all aspects 
of broadcasting in Ireland — “‘and 
we all think we may be near a 
new beginning for Irish’. 

Responding from the audience, 
Bob Collins remarked that apart 
from national unification, few 
issues had been talked about so 
much in Ireland as the restoration 
of the Irish language — but it was 
“essentially a matter of govern- 
ment policy”. His own view was 
that there should be a separate 
Irish TV service, but since it 
would clearly not be a commer- 
cial venture there would be a 
need for public funding. 

Even at a late stage of the 
festival there were few clear 
pointers to the potential winners 
in a field of entries generally 
regarded as being of a higher 
standard than those of the past 
few . years. However, Breandan 
Feiritear’s ‘‘Talamh Pheadair” 
was tipped from early on. The 
Today Tonight/Wednesday Report 
film by Nessa Ni Chinnéide on 
the —.° killings of ‘Annie and 
Anne Gillespie was also thought 
to stand a good chance of 
honours, yet failed to score in the 
highly competitive documentary 
category. 

In light entertainment, RTE’s 
Satire on the National Song Con- 
test, ““A Song for Europe’’, dic 
not appear to greatly impress the 
small number of delegate viewer: 
but the jury clearly appreciated its 
ironic content, and it turned out a 
very popular winner. 

Meanwhile, Oddities in the tilm 
showings included a “‘tribute’’ to 
film director John Boorman: this 
French production was filmed in 
Boorman’s Co Wicklow home and 
was little more than a monologue 
on Arthurian themes by Boorman 
himself. Wicklow’s grandeur was 
a visual stimulant but the tone of 
the film — one of silent adulation 
— did not help. It was funded by 
a French organisation known as 
‘The Arthurian Imagination 
Centre”’.

ANYONE who enjoyed 
‘“‘Wayne’s World” is likely to 
relish ‘tthe wacky japes of the 
central characters in_ this 
witty and amiable romp.

Winter and Reeves hit just 
the right point between the 
naive and the moe in 
their engaging performances 
as Bill id Ted inseparable 
Californian teenage friends 
with a very limited vocabu- 
lary and a propensity for 
playing air guitar in_ the 
absence of any scholarly 
leanings. On the verge of 
ignominiously failing their 
history course, they are given 
the chance to travel through 
time to meet Joan of Arc 
(whom they thought was 
matried to Noah), Napoleon, 
Abraham Lincoln and Sig- 
mund Freud.

The imagery 
is “surreal and nightmarish,

‘‘Jacob’s Ladder”’ is a sur- 
prisingly mature reflection on 
a matter of life and death 
from Adrian Lyne, the direc- 
tor of ‘“9'%2 Weeks’ and 
‘‘Fatal Attraction’’.

‘Straight Talk’: Shirlee 
Kenyon (Dolly Parton) 
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HE Irish national school system has 

been, ever since 1922, our most 

enduring memorial to the British colo- 
nial system. We who inherited it have 
cherished it as if it were our own creation, 
fine-tuned it and polished it until it gleams. 
Its central, colonial characteristic involves 
the transfer of large amounts of public 
money into the hands of local tribal leaders 
who are expected, in return, to administer it 
in such way that the natives do not become 
restless. 

The difficulty about this system had 
always been how to identify the locus of 
responsibility. In a paternalist, centralist 
administration this was rarely a_ serious 

roblem; but now that the natives are 

coming more familiar with troublesome 
concepts like democracy, accountability and 
consumer choice, the old model is simply 
creaking at the seams. 

The late Sean O’Connor (who was secre- 
tary of the Department of Education), often 
unjustly categorised as an anti-cleric, stirred 
up a hornet’s nest in 1968 when he declared 
mildly that he did not want the churches to 
remain in education as masters, but as 
partners. A quarter of a century later, the 
success of the modest reforms he initiated is 
palpable, and the momentum, however 
slow, is irreversible. 

One effect of those reforms has been to 
give members of local communities every- 
where a somewhat greater say in_ the 
running of their own schools, and this in 
turn has probably cemented the denomina- 
tional primary school into the fabric of Irish 
social life to a degree that the old system 
could never have done. Ironically, the last 
people to realise this appear to be the 
Catholic Hierarchy, whose defensive tone — 
exemplified by Cardinal Cahal Daly’s evoca- 
tion on RTE of the spectre of totalitarian 
secularism — conjures up a a of the 
barbarian hordes massing at the gates.

If the Cardinal really believes this, he is 
seriously mistaken. The people who want 
changes in the primary educational system, 
specifically in the area of religion, are not all 
arguing for the eradication of denomina- 
tional primary schools, or of religion from 
all schools. To a very great extent, they are 
simply asking for their rights as citizens; 
they do not want to impose their beliefs and 
value systems on those who think differ- 
ently. The Cardinal’s suggestion that 
granting these rights necessarily involves 
the extinction of other om implies, in 
turn, a belief that such rights are mutually 
exclusive. 

It might be argued that this model of 
rights is not one that has figured promi- 
nently in contributions by churchmen to 
recent public debates, but that is not my 
main point. What I want to do is, firstly, to 
clear up the considerable confusion that is 
caused by a lack of clarity in the termi- 
nology employed and, secondly, to suggest a 
way in which these rights can be reconciled. 

Where the terminology is concerned, it is 
vitally important to understand the distinc- 
tion between religious education and 
denominational instruction. Religious educa- 
tion has an honourable lineage, and no 
primary school, including those schools in 
the multi-denominational sector, should 
have the slightest difficulty in implementing 
it.

Denominational instruction, on the other 
hand, is specific, linked to a particular 
denomination, and carried out by teachers 
authorised by the denomination for that 
purpose. Until the introduction of the new 
curriculum two decades ago, it had no part 
in the ordinary school curriculum, and 
properly so. But the process of elision that 
took place in that new curriculum created a 
permeable membrane which Pepa 
denominational primary schools could find 
perfectly acceptable, but which the parents 
of some other children could not. 

It was ibly this, as much as anythin 
else, which gave rise to the present deman 
for a different type of education (a demand, 
interestingly enough, which arose first in a 
Church of Ireland school). But formal 
education takes place in a school, not in a 
vacuum, and schools are expensive to build, 
staff and maintain — so much so that 
Churches have been, by and large, the only 
private agencies able to provide them.

owned and controlled. It has also been 
responsible for the increasing frustration felt 
by those parents who feel, with some 
justice, that they simply have not been 
offered the educational choices implied in 
our sibylline Constitution. 

In practice, many of these groups are 
debarred from exercising their rights by the 
financial structure of the primary education 
system, which has evolved — a sceptic 
might say has been designed — to favour 
the big battalions. 

The entry-level cost of primary education, 
for an organisation other than a Church, is 
daunting. You have to find a site for a 
school, and 10 per cent of the capital cost of 
the new building. It is a price which the 
Churches have traditionally paid. Why 
wouldn’t they? For this outlay — modest 
enough in comparison to the returns — they

et the effective ownership of a valuable 
uilding in return for some 10 per cent of its 
cost, and incremental staff salaries to run it 
in perpetuity. This generosity by the State, 
roperly acknowledged, puts Cardinal 
Jaly’s assessment of the Church’s contribu- 
tion into perspective. 


The financial hurdles were, and remain, 
particularly onerous for the multi- 
denominational school movement. The 
paradox is that this movement, which has 
taken root with astonishing speed wherever 
the idea has been planted (proving the 
existence of an unsatisfied, even 
unascertained, demand), now faces another 
difficulty which wasn’t evident even 15 
years ago. The parents who provide its 
driving force know that they will never get 
permission for new buildings now, even if 
they can afford sites, because primary 
school populations, in most urban areas, are 
falling dramatically. 


The paradox is that there are multi- 
denominational schools bursting at the 
seams in often grossly unsuitable buildings, 
cheek by jowl in some cases with purpose- 
built — schools where enrolments are 
dwindling and have in some cases disap- 
peared entirely. 

These primary schools have been financed 
almost entirely by the State. Few of them 


are, however, owned by the State. Most of 
them are effecrtively owned by the Church 
for which Cardinal Daly speaks. And, for as 
long as this is the case, few of them will be 
available to parents who do not share 
Cardinal Daly’s views. 

A number of key questions need to be 
asked about this. If the curricular status quo 
is to be maintained for existing denomina- 
tional schools, does not this make the case 
for other types of schools unanswerable? Is 
there an obligation on the State positively to, 
ascertain people’s educational choices, 
instead of simply counting figures in 
baptismal registries? Does a Church's 
refusal to share redundant, State-financed 
educational resources it currently controls 
with those whose constitutional rights it 
acknowledges amount to hypocrisy? 

Is it beyond the wit of the administrators 
in the Department of Education to devise a 
scheme which would reallocate some of 
these expensive buildings (subject to any 
fair compensation for the Churches) in a 
way that reflects freely-expressed educa- 
tional choices rather than the exigencies of 
an ecclesiastical power structure? Is the 
Committee on Public Accounts happy with a 
situation in which millions of pounds of 
public money are tied up in unused struc- 
tures under private control — some of 
which are urgently needed for the purposes 
for which they were originally funded? 

Until Cardinal Daly’s Church answers 
some of the questions above in an unan.- 
biguous and forthright fashion, it will have 
nobody to blame but itself if its critics 
persist in approaching the debate in terms of 
control rather than in terms of service.

Famine and 
death ina 
once-fertile 
Kenya 


KENYA is known and enjoyed 
by many as an exotic tourist 
resort, but it is now a country 
which is facing desperate drought 
and famine; a country which three 
years ago had no refugees 
currently finds itself home to over 
400,000 refugees. 3 

Kenya has a population of 
about 20 million, with the average 
age being 14.2 years, the lowest 
anywhere in the world. The popu- 
lation is one of the fastest grow- 
ing on Earth, of which children 
form the bulk. 

Small parts of this beautiful 
country which the tourists visit 
are relatively prosperous but large 
areas of the same country are 
among the poorest in the world. 
Today the north- eastern province 
is heartbreaking to visit because 
of the scale of famine and death. 

I flew north to Wajir district, a 
two-hour flight from Nairobi. It is 
an area which is virtually all 
desert, sand and scrub. There has 
been no rain for almost three 
years. The ople are mainly 
farmers and depend on their live- 
stock for their livelihood. It was 
once usual to see families with 
hundreds of stock, but now, 
tragically, 80 per cent to 100 per 
cent have perished due to 
drought. Families are now desti- 
tute. 

I travelled along the road from 
the airstrip into Wajir town and 
on to the World Vision camp at 
Leheley, 15 kilometres south of 
Wajir. Along the roadside I saw 
large numbers of animal carcases: 
decomposing bodies of cows, 
goats, donkeys and camels lit- 
tered the landscape. The -stench 
of decaying and rotting flesh was 
overpowering. During the day 
vultures pick over their remains 
and at night hungry hyenas eat 
the dead animals. 

At the bush hotel in Wajir, 
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where the non-governmental 
organisations (NGOs) working in 
the area meet to exchange infor- 
mation and discuss the situation, 
a local man told me that only a 
few days before he saw a giraffe 
in the main street outside the 
hotel searching for water and 
food. This was never seen before 
in Wajir. 

The district has a local popula- 
tion of about 200,000, of which 
roughly 80 per cent are at risk. 

eavily armed poachers from 
Somalia and Ethiopia, desperate 
for food and cash, regularly 
attack the isolated settlements in 
search of supplies. 

Everywhere I visited I found 
children visibly malnourished. 
Some were too weak and sick to 
walk to the feeding centres and 
needed to be carried, with some 
perishing on the way. Many were 
suffering from respiratory prob- 
lems, skin conditions, diarrhoea, 
marasmus, and a measles epi- 
demic is anticipated unless 
immediate action is taken. 

The site at Leheley was identi- 
fied by the regional district com- 
missioner and the World Vision 
feeding centre was_ established 
two weeks ago. There is a shal- 
low well nearby which has been 
reopened and deepened during the 


past week. Water is a problem in, 


the area as many boreholes have 
collapsed due to lack of mainten- 
ance. 

At the time I visited the camp it 
had only been in existence for 
three days but already there was 
a buzz of activity as local volun- 
teers were being trained to assist 
in preparation of the unimix and 
other supplemental feeding. 

Dr Charles Maringo, a public 
health doctor who is heading the 
World Vision health care team, 
told me that between 60 per cent 
to 75 per cent of the children 
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A Kenyan mother and her children: some children perish as they are carried to the feeding cen-

LET Leisure, the British devel- 
opment company, now owned by 
the Swedish SPP group, started 
out in September 1989 by an- 
nouncing significant plans for the 
island. LET had entered the pic- 
ture when another development 
company, Darvela, which had ac- 
quired an option on Fota from 
University College, Cork (UCC), 
failed to go ahead with its own 
plans. 

At a news conference, the cost 
of the LET project was given as 
£40 million; there were to be two 
golf courses, 200 holiday homes, 

0 apartments, 75 small court- 
— houses and 96 woodland 
odges. 

e proposals, warned Mr 
Richard Wood, of the Fota Foun- 
dation, the body established to 
protect Fota as a national ame- 
nity, would overwhelm the 
island. 

Since the project. was first 
mooted, LET has itself been over- 
whelmed, first by objectors, such 
as the foundation, and then by 
the media, as it began to dawn on 
commentators and observers that 
the —— plans might never 
go ahead and that LET was de- 
pendent on finding a joint ven- 
ture partner. As the recession 
deepened in Britain, the chances 
of that happening became in- 
creasingly slim. 

In November 1990, the project 
faced further difficulty when tree 
clearance work began on the 
island under the supervision of 
the then chairman of the Fota 
Trust, Mr John Barry. This pro- 
voked an outcry from An Taisce, 
the Fota Foundation and the Her- 
itage Gardens Committee, on the 
grounds that the work had been 
carried out unscientifically and 
that rare plants and exotic speci- 
mens had been damaged. 

Mr Barry rejected the claims, 
and even threatened legal action, 
but later withdrew. After lengthy 
negotiations, an approach to tree 
felling was agreed. 

The future of Fota House itself, 


built by Sir Richard Morrison in 
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the 1820s, also became uncertain 
as the stop/go project continued 
to arouse suspicions among con- 
servationists and concerned 
bodies, and it is still the case that 
urgent repairs must be carried out 
if the impressive dwelling is to be 
saved. 

To its credit, however, LET has 
set aside £250,000 to fund the 
repair work on the house, and, it 
is arguable that without such as- 
sistance, the work might never be 
carried out. 

Both the foundation and An 
Taisce forced the various conser- 
vation issues on the island to the 
point where An Bord Pleanala 
had scheduled an oral hearing for 
later this month. Following agree-

are now being invited, and accom- 
modation comprising 43 rooms, 
which may be converted into 
apartments at a later date. 

Mr Rutherford told The Irish 
Times recently that the initial 
phase would be funded out of its 
own resources; there would be pri- 
vate as well as corporate members 
of the golf club. 


On several occasions since the 
development was first announced, 
Mr Rutherford has denied that 
LET planned to sell off the island, 
which was purchased for £2.6 mil- 
lion, to the highest bidder. 

But when the question was put 
again last week, he said: “Selling is 
not foremost in our minds. We are 
a development company and our 
intention is to run Fota as part of 
our golf division. On the other 
hand, if someone made an offer 
that we couldn’t refuse, we would 
consider it. All LET’s assets are 
for sale at the right price, as I keep 
reminding our executives.” 

So, a project that has dragged 
on, one way and another, since 
1975, when UCC first purchased 
the island from the Smith-Barry 
family, has at last been given a 
tentative push forward, though on 
a reduced scale, and the once pri- 
vate estate, one of the last great 
estates in the country, is on its 
way to becoming a _ leisure 
complex. 

The developers insist that, with- 
out their investment, Fota would 
have remained unavailable to the 

eneral public and that with care- 
ul management, the island need 
not suffer in any way. In east 
Cork, public opinion holds that 
the development can only be good 


for a region that has suffered for 
many years from neglect, and 
there is merit in that argument. 

But the story will not end there, 
because Fota is a precious asset, 
and the watchdog organisations 
are still waiting in the wings to 
ensure that it remains so.

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MURDER 
MOST FOUL 


The rule of law is a precious inheritance, which 
we take for granted at our peril. The murders of Mar- 
garet Perry in Sligo last year and of Gregory Burns, 
Aidan Starrs and John Dignam in south Armagh in 
recent days remind us that paramilitary violence is a 
grave threat to this inheritance because it arrogates to 
itself the rights of judge, jury and executioner. 

The physically grotesque character of these mur- 
ders is profoundly reinforced by their coincidence 
with the political breakthrough announced in the talks 
on the future of Northern Ireland. If successful, the 
talks would put the rule of law on a new plane, 
rendering it more legitimate, accountable — and 
reversible on appeal. The rights of appeal against 
wrongful conviction used by the Birmingham Six, the 
Guildford Four, Annie Maguire and Judith Ward will 
not be available to the three young men found on 
these roadsides after their “conviction” and “execu- 
tion” by a kangaroo court of the Provisional IRA.

It is impossible to assess the truth of the asser- 
tions contained in the statement issued by the IRA on 
this occasion. There may indeed have been links be- 
tween these men and the murder of Margaret Perry or 
between them and British intelligence forces. It is an 
exceedingly murky world. The shocking marks of tor- 
ture found on the bodies, and their disposition, are 
clearly intended as a grim warning in the interests of 
preserving the organisation’s omerta. It may consider 
itself immune to ethical or humanitarian condemna- 
tion. 

Political condemnation and judgment must, how- 
ever, have some influence on the people responsible for 
these murders. Many objective factors favour success 
in the talks about the future of Northern Ireland, 
including the force of public opinion there, in the 
Republic and in Britain, the economic benefits that 
could flow from it, the effects of membership of the 
European Community on all concerned — and a great 
weariness about the political violence waged on both 
communities. 
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These three deaths took place 56 days after the 
IPLO shot dead Billy Sargent in a North Belfast bar, 
the longest gap between killings in Northern Ireland 
since 1970. This break probably reflects an assessment 
by the paramilitaries that the political talks have a 
chance of making progress. They certainly gave Pro- 
visional Sinn Fein an opportunity to demand that they 
be allowed to participate, on the grounds that they 
have accepted the need for political negotiation and 
compromise and that peace cannot be guaranteed with- 
out their involvement. 


But what do they have to say about these atrocities 
carried out in the name of the military organisation to 
which they give political support? Their demand for 
political participation cannot remain credible without 
a clear condemnation of these murders and a renunci- 
ation of their association with the methods and the 
campaign of violence waged by the Provisional IRA. 


The Costs of Peace 


The German public expects a peace dividend 
after the end of the Cold War, according to numerous 
opinion polls. The sentiment is reinforced by the costs 
of unification, which have been unexpectedly high, 
but financial savings are by no means the only factors 
at work. Germany was, after all, on the front line of 
the Cold War and this was reflected in the sheer num- 
ber of troops, military equipment and overflights en- 
countered in everyday life. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that the German 
government. should have decided to halt its participa- 
tion in the £25 billion European Fighter Aircraft 
project with Britain, Spain and Italy. The project was 
launched in 1988, before the revolutionary changes 
which have transformed European security 1n the last 
three years. The German government has concluded 
that the cost per plane is far too high and has sug- 
gested that a much cheaper alternative be explored. It 
had to counter strong lobbying from the other govern- 
ments concerned as well as from the many domestic 
and European industrial interests which stand to lose 
contracts and jobs.

The decision should be seen in the wider context 
of German security and defence policy, which has to 
take account of the state of public opinion, despite 
continuing sharp disagreements between the main 
political parties. Thus the German armed forces are to 
be drastically scaled down from 600,000 to 370,000 
by the end of 1994. The new defence minister, Mr 
Volker Riihe, is also convinced that Germany must 
take up a new role in international security arrange- 
ments, especially in United Nations peacekeeping and 
has sent officers to Finland, Norway and Austria to 
study their experience. 

This may well require a constitutional change, for 


political if not legal reasons, since the existing . 


constitution strictly limits military participation to 
defensive operations in the NATO area. The extent of 
public reservation on this subject is reflected in the 
Social Democrats’ decision to oppose any such change 
on the grounds that another initiative, the setting up 
of a Franco-German infantry corps which might in 
future form the basis of a European army, is too mili- 
taristic, especially when taken in conjunction with an 
extended mandate for intervention through the West- 
ern European Union. 
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These two faces of German security and defence 
policy may or may not be contradictory; that depends 
on one’s political point of view. What is certain is that 
whatever the eventual profile adopted the policy will 
be constrained by a powerful public opinion which 
expects concrete reductions in the military burden 
_ now that the Cold War threat to German security has 
dissolved. 

Other European powers will have to take this into 
account as they plan their own policies. There are 
contradictory currents here too. The Germans may 
now be propelled to work with the French in develop- 
ing a cheaper fighter aircraft, which would reinforce 
other aspects of their military co-operation. This 
would leave the British aerospace industry exposed on 
the Eurofighter project, on which some 40,000 jobs 
are reported to hang. Neither the French nor the Brit- 
ish have been prepared to cut their military budgets 
by as much as the Germans, or the United States, 
have done. These considerations demonstrate: that 
such policies are in real flux and open to real political 
pressure.

CANCER, PREGNANCY AND ABORTION 


Sir, — The recent “viewpoint” 
expressed by Dr Mary Henry 
(June 15th) regarding abortion for 
cancer patients in Ireland has 
caused considerable disquiet 
among those patients who have, 
or have had, coincidental cancer 
and pregnancy, including the sug- 
estion that appropriate therapy 
or their cancer during pregnancy 
is extremely rare, occurring in 
less than 10 cases per year in 
Ireland. The most frequent cases 
noted include breast cancer, 
lymphomas and _ leukaemias. 

reast cancer is the type that is 
most commonly found in preg- 
nancy. 

Although it was previously felt 
that breast cancer in pregnancy 
was more aggressive in its behav- 
iour than breast cancer detected 
outside pregnancy, more recent 
data suggests that this is not so. 
Patients who develop breast can- 
cer in pregnancy can be treated in 
an identical fashion as 
treated outside pregnancy, i.e. 
surgery, chemotherapy and radio- 
therapy. With selective use of 
cytotoxic agents, and appro riate 
timing of radiotherapy, both the 
mother with cancer can be effec- 
tively treated, and the developing 
foetus not harmed. There are no 
data to show that infants/children 
exposed to cytotoxic agents in 
utero have a much increased risk 
of developing cancer later on in 
life. In addition, although the data 
are limited, women with breast 
cancer in pregnancy who undergo 
an abortion appear to have a 
worse prognosis than those who 
do not have their pregnancy ter- 
minated. 

For patients who develop 
Jymphomas or leukaemias while 
pregnant, with the exception of 
the extremely small number who 
are diagnosed in the first 12 
weeks of pregnancy, the majority 
who so wish can be successfully 
treated while retaining the foetus. 
In these patients the use of 
selective cytotoxic agents, careful 
monitoring, and an early elective 
delivery of the child when viable 
(i.e.. 30-32 weeks). allows the 
optimum outcome — a mother 
successfully treated for her cancer 
and a healthy child. 

The indication for abortion for 
cancer patients in Ireland is thus 
extremely remote and is con- 
sidered only where the mother’s 
life is at risk and effective therapy 
cannot be given, i.e. aggressive 


‘cancers diagnosed within the first 


12 weeks of pregnancy, or 
advanced cervical cancer. This 
situation probably represents one 
case per year. For all other cases, 
with careful planning and _ co- 
Operation with all involved 
(mother and partner, oncologists, 
surgeons, obstetricians and 
neonatologists), and the selective 
use and timing of cytotoxic 
agents, the ideal results can be 
achieved in most cases — a 
healthy mother and a _ healthy

Sir, — Nobody, especially doc- 
tors can favour abortion as a 
preferred option — by our train- 
ing and our ethics doctors are 
committed to saving life. 

In “Viewpoint” (June 15th) I 
wrote on the medical and human 
dilemma of cancer occuring in 
early pregnancy. While I welcome 
Professor Fennelly’s article (June 
29th) he discussed mainly the 
Situation in the later stages of 
pregnancy. In the later months of 
pregnancy one would hope and 
pray to deliver a normal child, 


- who even if premature would do 


well with modern care. What 
risks there are to the child from 
treatment in the middle months of 
pregnancy should be explained to 
the mother. However, the situa- 
tion in early pregnancy is another 
matter when the developing child 
is most vulnerable to drugs or X- 


‘rays, and delay in treatment will 


matter most to the mother. 
Ethically, in this small country, 
iving examples of specific cases 
is difficult because they can be 
recognised and cause distress. 
However, the following story was 
told at a medical meeting in April 
and the case has already been 
discussed in the press. A ‘woman 
went to her doctor in the south of 
the country worried about a lump 
in her breast. Following examina- 
tion of this she told him her 
period was a few days overdue. A 
pregnancy test was positive and 
after surgery the mother had 
neither chemotherapy or radio- 
therapy. Either could have 
damaged her child or caused an

abortion, the embryo being just a 
few weeks old. She died some 
months after the birth of her 
child. 

This situation, while not com- 
mon, does arise from time to 
time. Professor Fennelly finds 
four weeks’ delay in treatment 
acceptable, but what about six or 
eight weeks’ delay? And what 
delay is acceptable to the mother? 
She knows that even in our cash- 
strapped health service, treatment 
of the cancer patient is a priority. 
It is she after all, and not the 
doctor, who takes the risk of 
delay or modification of treat- 
ment. What if she is already on 
chemotherapy when the preg- 
nancy begins? In other countries 
the woman would be offered a 
termination of the pregnancy if 
She so desired (Doll et al 
“Archives of Internal Medicine”’, 
September 1988). 

n a small minority of cases 
there are other medical conditions 
which may endanger the woman’s 
life during pregnancy. Dr Paul 
O’Brien, writing in this paper 
tee 19th) quoting from. the 

onfidnetial Enquiry into 
Maternal Deaths in the United 
Kingdom, gives examples of 
patients with severe cardiac dis- 
ease and’ uncontrollable high 
blood pressure where experts 
concluded the pregnancy should 
have been terminated because of 
danger to the mother’s life. Writ- 
ing in the Irish Medical News 
this week Dr Denis Cusack, a 
lawyer, doctor and lecturer in 
forensic medicine, calls on the 
medical profession to make their 
varying views known to the Gov- 
ernment who have to frame legis- 
lation on this most sensitive and 
emotive matter. 

Caroline Clynes writing on 
(June 20th) does not seem to 
realise it is illegal for a doctor to 
discuss the advisability of abor- 
tion with a patient no matter how 
severe her medical condition ma 
be. The Supreme Court has ruled, 
following the cases taken by 
SPUC, that the dissemmation of 
information on abortion is illegal 
because of the Eighth Amend- 
ment. 

I have never referred a woman 
for an abortion, but if I felt her 
life was endangered by the con- 
tinuation of a pregnancy I would 
like to be able to offer her 
comprehensive information so 
that she could make a choice. | 
feel there are many other Irish 
doctors who would feel the same.

While Professor James Fennelly 
is generally reassuring in his 
presentation, in my opinion he 
poses a number of questions, i.e., 
the instance of brain tumours 
during further pregnancy and the 
suggested use of radiation for the 
condition. How can this not be 
damaging to the foetus? And what 
is the basis of the medical 
acceptability of delaying chemo- 
therapy in breast cancer for the 
first trimester of pregnancy? 

If, as is most peoples’ aspira- 
tions, the life and wellbeing of a 
mother is to be the _ primary 
consideration in all of these 
instances, the option of 
termination of pregnancy has got 
to be a real one and this State’s 
rigid laws must be reviewed and 
amended to take account of this 
aspiration. — Yours etc.,

THE notion of young Irishmen 
being conscripted en masse into 
an all-European army because 
we supported the Maastricht 
Treaty is one that will cause 
some mirth among the ranks of 
senior officers who have been 
attempting to come to terms 
with questions that could make 
conscription and even male ex- 
clusivity things of the past in 
modern armies. , 

On May 14th last, with rela- 
tively little public reaction, the 
Tanaiste and Minister for De- 
fence, Mr Wilson, announced 
that he had “made a decision in 
principle to end the restrictions 
which prevent women from 
serving in all areas of the De- 
fence Forces.” The announce- 
ment officially marked the 
ending of the Defence Forces’ 
policy on restricting women to 
“‘non-combatant” status. 

Women in the Permanent 
Defence Forces — and there are 
only about 110, or less than one 
per cent, of the current establish- 
ment — have been, effectively, 
debarred from about 70 per 
cent of the jobs in the Army and 
Air Corps because of their 
“‘non-combatant status.” There 
have never been any women in 
the Naval Service. | 

Now, if the Minister’s state- 
ment is to be given effect, there 
will be “full participation of 
women over a period of time in 
all aspects of Defence Forces ac- 
tivity.” Promotion is to be on 
equality of opportunity; there is 
to be “access to all appoint- 
ments” and “opportunity of 
employment in operational and 
ceremonial activities.” 

Given the past record of 
treatment of the role of women 
in this State’s Defence Forces, it 
would be understandable if the 
Minister’s statement to the Dail 
was to be treated lightly. 

Well-meaning words have 
been uttered before about ex- 
panding the numbers and role 
of women in the Defence Forces 
and the Garda Siochana, but 
both have remained male bas- 
tions. For the military men, 
however, Operation Desert 
Storm provided certain lessons 
which must have caused consid-

erable unease in one of the last 
great male chauvinist bastions 
outside the priesthood. 

Fired missiles 

In the Gulf War, women fired 
the Patriot missiles which 
brought down the Iraqi Scuds. 
Women participated in more 
‘combat and operational roles 
than in any previous modern 
conflict since the second World 
War. They flew aircraft, led in 
the field and served at sea. The 
Americans sent some 33,000 
women to the Gulf and the Brit- 
ish sent about 1,000. Eleven 
women were killed — a signifi- 
cant proportion of the relatively 
tiny UN forces’ losses. 

e events surrounding the 
. role of women in the Gulf War, 
combined with the need of 
modern armies to have highly- 
trained, intelligent soldiers 
capable of using delicate and 
complex equipment, might 
have changed forever the view 
that armies need to be almost 
totally male. Saddam Hussein’s 
army was totally male. 

The Gulf War showed that 
modern war does not necessar- 
ily require “male” as opposed 
to “female” qualities. One of 
the few instances where the type 
of male stamina and strength 
which precluded the use of 
women in the Gulf was required 
was in clearing up the Iraqi 
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corpses left by the UN forces’ 
blitzkreig. 

Studies carried out by the 
Americans and Canadians 
underline the likelihoqd of a 
growing role for women. One 
remarkable US Army survey, 
carried out at the Aberdeen 
Proving Ground, compared the 
performances needed in certain 
military technical jobs of three 
categories of soldiers: women; 
women on the pill and men. 

The results of the tests 
showed that, in “visual reaction 
times’’, women on the pill 
scored highest, followed by 
women, then men. The same 
result occurred in reactions to 
verbal instructions. In speed of 
hand-eye co-ordination, in the 
first trial, men scored best, fol- 
lowed by women on the pill, 
but, in a repeat of the experi- 
ment, when women became 
more familiar with this test, 
those on the pill again beat the 
men. 


Cause of apoplexy 


In her recently published 
book, “Arms and the Woman”’, 
Kate Muir makes the following 
observation: “Having a steady 
set of hormones obviously kept 
the hands steady, too, eliminat- 
ing the slight pre-menstrual 
clumsiness experienced by 
some, so women tend to be able 
to push buttons and plot co- 
ordinates better than men.” The 
findings of the Aberdeen Prov- 
ing Ground test and Ms Muir’s 
sentiments would be likely to 
cause apoplexy in officers’ 
messes, where a man’s charac- 
ter, his prowess and the size of 
his muscles have been the prin- 
cipal measuring sticks in sol- 
gs, A 
Ms Muir points out that, in a 
world where gigantic military 
budgets are reducing and the 
acts of war require many skills 
at which women are more profi- 
cient, the generals and their po- 
litical bosses are less likely to 
overlook the talents available 
from 51 per cent of the popula- 
tion for the sake of preserving 
male rites.

Sir, — Is it the general view of 
our educators and political mas- 
ters that Irish people are born 
with smaller brains than our 
European neighbours? If not, it 
seems so (education report, June 
16th). The Irish enjoy the igno- 
miny of being one of the most 
linguistically backward nations in 
— second only to Britain 
and France, a hardly surprisin 
distinction given our dreadfu 
track record in keeping our own 
language alive. 

e Nordic education system 
turns out students with three to 
four different languages at 
Leaving Certificate level, includ- 
ing German and English. One to 
two more ——— are added at 
third level. Not only do students 
study more languages but the 
quality of the teaching process is 
such that they emerge from the 
system with a strong capability 
and fluency, spoken and written. 
Does the Irish system match 
these standards and achieve- 
ments? I doubt it. 

This blind reliance on English 
has not served us well as a nation 
or aided our ability to market 
Ireland or its products abroad. 
The proof lies in our less than 
shining success, with few excep- 
tions, as an exporter of quality 
- One has to look long and 
ard to find genuine Irish-made 
= in a abroad. And why? 

or the simple reason that it takes 
fluency in foreign languages to 
sell, and our shallow reliance on 
English serves to isolate rather 
than impress our Euro-cousins, 
the Germans, Spanish and French 
et al. 

The anti-language lobby argues 
that Irish should be dropped as a 
mandatory subject from the 
syllabus. 
Why? e€ argument that too 
many languages could cause a 
bottleneck in the Department of 
Education syllabus simply does 
not hold water. 


It is highly unfortunate, but’ 


scarcely surprising, to see the 
Irish os being made the 
scapegoat of a failed language 
teaching policy. Governments and 
educators have done their share 
to ensure that Irish is taught as if 
it were already in its grave. The 
real shame, however, falls on the 
Irish people who seem quite 
content to not alone let Irish die, 
but to gladly dance at its wake. 
Ireland is alone of modern 
western nations to have dismissed 
and abandoned the ‘most unique 
art of its heritage, its own 
anguage. History can be blamed 
for only so much. Like Ireland, 
Finland too was under the colo- 
nial boot, first by Sweden and

later by Russia, winning its 
nationhood in 1917. 

Did the Finns discard Finnish? 
Certainly not. Has the use of 
Finnish, one of the most complex 
languages to learn, obstructed 
social or economic progress? 
Finland’s high living standards 
suggest otherwise. If anything, it 
has made Finns and Finnish com- 
anies more European and global 
in their outlook. 

The negative and widely 
—— attitudes to Irish as a 
iving language are nothing new. 
How many Irish _politicains, 
businessmen and ordinary people 
can speak their first language? 
Some would argue Irish is irrele- 
vant in today’s world. If it is 
extraneous, then it is we as a 


nation which have made it so. ’ 


Those who doubt that Irish is on 
its last legs should try using the 
language in shops, banks, 
restaurants, cinemas or govern- 
ment offices sometime to observe 
the look of disbelief such a simple 
action evokes. 

But how can it be otherwise? If 
the language is not being ignored 
it’s patronised by the cupla focail 
brigade and the Gay Byrnes of 
this world. Nor is The Irish Times 
free of criticism. When will the 
newspaper and its pretentious and 
absurd policy of prefacing 
columns in Irish in English? Why 
not invert this unusual practice 
and prolong columns in English in 
Irish? Fair is fair. 

Irish society’s infinite obsession 
with procreation and 
sexual, and its inability to give 
the — of its citizens a 
decent standard of living, speaks 
volumes for its immaturity as a 
nation and our lack of self-esteem 
and confidence. 

Ireland has become a glorified 
baby factory, churning out units 
for export to the labour markets 
of the world.

_ Jobless rise shock to US economy 


- THE MAJOR US banks cut their 
interests rates to the lowest level 
in 20 years yesterday following a 
decision by the Federal Reserve 
to cut its discount rate on the 
heels of the bad news that US un- 
employment had climbed to 7.8 
per cent in June, the highest in 
eight years. 

The unexpected climb in job- 
less to 9.98 million raised fears 
that the US economy is not as 
strong as experts had predicted, 
and that a ‘triple-dip’ may be 
under way in the nation’s lengthy 
recession. Every major industry 
showed drops in employment. 

The surprise rise in the US job- 
less figures and the consequent 


cut in US interest rates had an’ 


immediate effect on the dollar 
which fell sharply against all 
major currencies and also the 
pound.

Financial markets fluctuated 
wildly following news of the rate 
cuts, with the Dow Jones index at 
one point falling 27 points before 
settling 17 points down at 3,336. 


Blue chips rose 18 points in 
heavy trading. 

The cuts will make the cost of 
borrowing and mortgages cheaper 
and are aimed at stimulating a 
new round of borrowing and 
spending that could revive the 
economy. President Bush, facing 
re-election difficulties, could not 
disguise his disappointment at 
the unexpected rise in unemploy- 
ment. He told a press conference: 
“It is not good news”, and that he 
hoped the figures represented a 
look back rather than an indica- 
tion of the economy in the days to 
come.

CENTRAL BANK figures 
released last night show that ex- 
ternal reserves — the bank’s hold- 
ings of foreign currency and other 
reserve assets — reached their 


highest ever level at the end of 


May. 


The Central Bank’s external 
reserves totalled £3,834 million 
at the end of May, up from 
£3,772 million at the end of 
April. The strength of the May 
reserves after strong April figures 
explains the bank’s move early in 
the month to cut interest rates by 


a quarter of one percentage point. 


While the end May figures were 
ahead of most market expecta- 
tions, most economists ruled out 
any immediate move by the Cen- 
tral Bank to cut interest rates by a 
second quarter point. The major- 
ity feel that reserves fell back 
again in June. The exchequer 


returns for the six months to end 
June show that foreign investors 
sold £140 million of Government 
stocks during the month. 


NCB. economist Mr Dermot 
O’Brien forecast yesterday that 
end-June reserves could have 
fallen back to between £3,500 
million and £3,600 million, levels 
which he described as “still very 
comfortable”. While banks and 
building societies ‘followed the 
Central Bank’s quarter point cut 
in the short term facility on May 
8th by cutting interest rates by a 
half point the Central bank is ex- 
pected to remain cautious about a 
second quarter point cut. 


The latest Central ' Bank 
monthly figures show that bank 
lending to the private sector had 
weakened further by the end of 
May. Lending by the banks, 
which has been sluggish in recent 
months, fell by 3.7 per cent be- 
tween May 1991 and May 1992 


and has fallen by 1.2 per cent 
since the beginning of the year. 
At the end of May bank ioans 


outstanding to the private sector 


totalled £13,846 million, down 
from £14,018 million at the be- 
ginning of the year. The year on 
year fall in May is sharper than 
the 1.7 per cent year on year fall 
in lending to the private sector at 
the end of April. 

Lending by all credit institu- 
tions showed weak growth, up 1.9 
per cent to £19,694 million at end 
May on a year to year basis. That 
compares with annualised growth 
in 1991 of 2.5 per cent. 

In recent months the banks 
have been attacked for an alleged 
unwillingness to lend to certain 
sectors including building and 
property, while they have coun- 
tered that the Central Bank’s fig- 
ures understate the true lending 
position because newer lending 
instruments are not included in 
the calculation. 


GPA cancels plans to 
purchase joint ventures 


THE GPA group has cancelled 
plans to take over its joint ven- 
ture companies to avoid bringing 
$1.2 billion of extra borrowings 
on to its balance sheet. 

This is the first sign that the 
aircraft leasing company’s plans 
are being affected by its failure 
last month to proceed with its 
planned $1 billion flotation. 

The company has more than $7 
billion of firm orders to acquire 
aircraft from manufacturers over 
the next three years, and some of 
GPA’s investment bankers be- 
lieve it needs to raise around 
$500 million within six months to 


avoid cancelling or deferring 
some of these orders. 

According to one of its invest- 
ment bankers, the company is 
considering raising funds throu 
the issue of debt securities in the 
capital markets, the private place- 
ment of shares and a convertible 
preference share issue. 

The group would only say that 
it is reviewing all its options be- 
fore its board meeting. 

GPA’s UK pathfinder prospec- 
tus, issued in May, spelled out 
why the group wanted to buy the 
equity interests in its joint 
ventures. 


It said: ““The company believes 
that much of the rationale for 
maintaining many of the joint 
venture companies has dimin- 
ished, particularly having regard 
to the higher cost and complexity 
of managing such enterprises.” 

Last year GPA’s share of the 
profits from all of its joint ven- 
tures fell from $83 million to $56 
million. 


In the year to December the 


joint venture companies reported 
$1.2 billion debt and $1.9 billion 
in assets.

IT HAS been clear for some time 
that the 1993 target set in the 
Programme for Government for 
exchequer borrowing next year 
would be almost impossible to 
meet, barring a sharp unexpected 
pick-up in the economy. 

With economic growth fore- 
casts being revised down world- 
wide, the Minister for Finance 
has clearly signalled that the goal 
of cutting the EBR to 1.5 per cent 
of Gross National Product by 
next year is not attainable. But he 
has committed himself to an- 
nouncing a borrowing target be- 
low this year’s outturn, which is 
expected to be 2.4 to 2.5 per cent 
of GNP. 

Looking at yesterday’s figures, 
one Department of Finance offi- 
cial commented that, “one thing 
that can be said is that we are a 
lot happier than at the same time’ 
last year.” The mid-year picture 
in 1991 led to dire warnings of a 
huge borrowing overrun. In the 
event a package of spending cuts 
and more buoyant tax revenues 
left the EBR for the year just £40 
million above Budget. 


This year Department of Fi- 
nance officials again fear that 
‘borrowing will be above target, 
although any overrun is likely to 
be modest, perhaps of the order 
of £30 million. If Mr Ahern suc- 
ceeds in limiting the overrun 
through pruning spending else- 
where, the outturn for the year 
could be as near the £592 million 
target as makes no difference and 
some private sector forecasters 
still believe borrowing could 
come in below Budget. 


The official comments on the 
latest figures and on 1993 need to

AS EVER, the chief execu- 
tive of the Test and County 
Cricket Board picked his 
words carefully. ‘“‘We set 
great store by playing stan- 
dards,”’ A. C. Smith said at a 
mid-afternoon press _ confer- 
ence at Old Trafford yester- 
day in a thinly veiled snort at 
Zimbabwe’s credentials for 
election to Test playing status 
at next week’s ce meeting. 
As masterpieces of bad timing 
go, it was very high class. 


On the other side of the press 
box window, England’s bowling 
was being systematically dismem- 
bered by Pakistan’s batsmen — a 
carnage even more excruciating 
than Trent Bridge 1989, when 
Geoff Marsh and Mark Taylor put 
on 302 on the opening day. — 

Pakistan rattled up a first day 
total of 388 for three and even at 
this early stage, England can have 
no higher ambitions than a draw. 
Their one consolation is_ that 
Pakistan have a tendency to frit- 
ter away potential totals of 1,000. 
At The Oval in 1987, they col- 
lapsed from 573 for four to 708 all 
out. 

It is hard to believe now that 
Javed Miandad pondered long and 


‘hard about whether to bat when 


he won the toss. The pitch looked 
so full of bounce that the tempta- 
tion to unleash Wasim Akram and 
Wagar Younis straight away must 
have been almost unbearable, but 
this pair will hardly be a less 
formidable proposition when 
England go out to bat, knackered, 
dispirited and doubtless needing 
something like 500 to avoid the 
follow-on. 

England’s bowling, particularly 
when Graham Gooch opted for 
Tim Munton at the expense of 
Derek Pringle, looked fag-paper 
thin, and if there was bounce in 
the pitch, it was nothing com- 
pared with the bounce off the 
advertising boards. Gary Lineker 
was up on the committee balcony, 
doubtien reflecting that this was 
one of those occasions on which 
an England captain would have 
been delighted to have been sub- 
stituted. 

David Gower, shares 
Lineker’s agent, —_ merely 
have been reflecting how nice it 
was not to be captain at all. Like 
Gower in 1989, Gooch could not 
make silk purses out of sow’s 
ears, and the only time England 
gained a modicum of control was 
when the skipper came on for a 
trundle himself.

Bax will defend his title in Dub 


ALAN BAX, the current world 
Flying Fifteen champion, has 
confirmed that he will be defend- 
ing his title in Dublin Bay on July 
17th-3lst under the National 
Yacht Club burgee. Run every 
two years, the championship was 
last held in Brisbane, Australia. 

A capacity turnout is expected 
from different Flying Fifteen 
fleets around the world. From 
Australia. alone there are 11 en- 
tries, seven of whom are arriving 
by container and the others are 
being chartered. 

For the local F15 fleet in Dun 
Laoghaire, the Heineken world’s 
are an eagerly awaited oppor- 
tunity. Ashore planning has been 
underway for over 18 months 
under the ogg Romarag: of 
Michael Horgan. Local helms 
such as Roger Bannon, Jack Roy, 
Gerry Donleavy, John Lavery and 
Justin Burke have been intensify- 
ing their efforts. 

“We have set up a top-class 
Organisational team at the 
National and the event’s worth 
has been estimated at about £1m 
to the local economy, ‘Horgan’ 
Said at a special press briefing 
earlier this week. The race officer 
will be Martin Crotty. 

First designed in the mid 40s by

Brilliant 60 puts Clarke in lead 


DARREN CLARKE had nine 
birdies in the second round of 
the Monte Carlo Open 
yeaterday to become the 
fourth golfer to shoot 60 on 
the PGA European Tour. The 
23-year-old from Dungannon, 
who now represents the 
Mount Juliet club, will take a 
five-shot lead into the third 
stage when he goes out with 
Ian Woosnam and his close 
friend and fellow Irish rival 
Paul McGinley, after getting 
within one stroke of the 
Volvo Tour record for 36 
holes. 


Clarke stands on a 12 under par 
126, one more ‘than Woosnam 
achieved here in 1990 and Sam 
Torrance first scored at Mont 
Agel in 1985. 


Italy’s Baldovino Dassu, 
Woosnam and David Llewellyn 
are the other players to achieve 
60 in senior competition on this 
side of the Atlantic, where the 
magic figure of 59 remains tantal- 


isingly out of reach, although Al 
Gei = got there with the aid 
of preferred lies at Memphis in 
1977, and Chip Beck di 
Las Vegas last year. 

Clarke’s remarkable effort, in 
which he had only 24 putts, has 
elevated him within striking dis- 
tance of a £72,000 title and makes 
him the man most likely to thwart 
Woosnam’s attempt to win the 
Monte Carlo event three years in 
a row. 

He first showed his liking for 
the course 2,500 feet above 
Monaco last year when he shot 28 
for the outward half, but yester- 
we by performance had ‘consider- 
ably more merit. He had matching 
halves of 30 after starting at the 
10th, gaining birdies at five of the 
six holes before the turn, and 
three more in the first seven 
homeward holes. 

Only two of his putts were 
beyond medium range, as he 
converted chances from 30 and 20 
feet at the 14th and 18th. Had 
either the eight-foot chance that 
hit the hole at the 16th or the 
bunker recovery that ran over the 


so in 


lip at the fourth dropped in, he 
would now be celebrating on 
several counts. 

Instead, he had to settle for a 
share of Woosnam’s course 
record set two years ago and the 
probability of a Rolex watch for 
the week’s lowest round, rather 
than the honour of being the first 
sub-60 golfer with a Johnnie 
Walker award of £14,000. 

McGinley who had six birdies 
in a 66 to join Woosnam (65) on 
131, and Eoghan O’Connell with 
six birdies in his 66, joined in the 
Irish revelry, to which Philip 
Walton contributed a 66 for 134. 

It has been quite a week for 
Irish golf after John McHenry’s 
excellent showing in the French 
Open in Paris. Clarke was fourth 
in the Moroccan Open in April, 
but has otherwise not been con- 
sistent enough in his second full 
season. He was a plus four golfer 
in 1990, when he won the Irish 
and Spanish national titles and 
also took the North and South 
provincial crowns.

Seles power is 
just too much 
for Navratilova 


THE old girl gave it her best 
shots, but against the Wicked 
Witch of Wimbledon, not sur- 
prisingly, it wasn’t quite 
enough. Though Monica 
Seles’s infamous grunt domi- 
nated the post-match press 
conferences, the ongoing 
chesnut could not camouflage 
a truly magnificent semi-final. 
In style and age, Seles and 
Martina Navratilova may be 
light years apart but they are 
both great fighters and that is 
what set this match apart. 

Seles came through 6-2, 6-7, 
6-4, but only after slugging it out 
for one hour and 54 minutes of 
rivetting viewing. You wouldn’t 
take either of these two on in a 
game of tiddlywinks for fear of 
what they might do to you, and 
it’s as well tennis isn’t contact 
sport or else there would have 
been blood spilt on the Centre 
court. 

As the fight reached its climax, 
with Navratilova facing a break 

mt at 3-4 on her second serve, 

les began jumping around the 
baseline. Tut, tut. Navratilova 
stopped, glared at the young 
upstart and shook her head disap- 
provingly: ' Where ‘upon "Seles 
went \walkabout. The forced and 
less than warm post-match hand- 
shake confirmed the impression 
that these two do not exactly like 
each other. 

Perhaps this is because Navra- 
tilova recognises something of 
herself in the young Seles, an 
Americanised East European with 
an equally fierce and burning will 
to win. Navratilova’s single- 
mindedness has mellowed slightly 
over, the years, though not by 
much, and yesterday this was a 
battle of like minds if not styles.

control them. 


It seemed Navratilova was | 


going to be blown awa 
‘unrelenting accuracy and pace of 
Seles’ ground strokes. The 
18-year-old broke in the first and 
seventh games of the first set to 
take it in 30 minutes and Navra- 
tilova hung on for dear life. But 
hang on she did, as the second set 
went with serve. - Navratilova 
recovered from an ominous love 
-30 deficit at four all, with two 
netrating first serves and two 
rilliant backhand volleys. Upping 
her game in the tie-break, she 
won successive points off the 
Seles’ serve at 3-2 with a good 
approach and a forehand volley 
before taking it 7-3 when another 
sliced approach forced Seles to 
overhit a backhand cross court. 
For the first time Seles had 
actually played a tentative shot 
and had looked anxiously towards 
her parents. Navratilova’s ground

Seles’ bombardment remarkably 
well and at 1-2 in the final set the 
inspired nine-times champion 
saved a break point before level- 
ling with a running forehand down 
the line and a backhand 
crosscourt drop volley at-~ full 
stretch.

“TI would really love to get rid 
of it, so I won't have to go 
through this, because I don’t 
think it’s pleasant for me.

Similarly, Navratilova was put 
on the defensive by thinly veiled 
accusations of gamesmanship.

THE Old Fella defies Father 
Time and the a Fella 
defies logic. John McEnroe 
and Andre Agassi continued 
their merry progress towards 
this 
afternoon in what might read- 
ily be termed The People’s 
Final. 

McEnroe, brought us back to 
his vintage years of 1983 and ’84, 
completing a 6-2, 7-6, 6-3 win 
over the self-destructive and brit- 
tle Frenchman, Guy Forget. 
Agassi, playing largely from the 
baseline, brought us back to the 
Bjorn Borg era of the seventies 
by completing a 4-6, 6-2, 6-4, 4-6, 
6-3 win over Boris Becker — a 
finalist in six of the last seven 
years. 

The sense of relief and delight 
was palpable — nothing against 
the big serving Forget and 
Becker. Both are nice men, but 
the prospect of those two slinging 
it out with Pete Sampras and 
Goran Ivanisevic would have had 
us all black-cabbing it to 
Heathrow. 

As the watching Matt Doyle put 
it: “It would have been the death 
knell for men’s tennis.” 

Agassi’s win means McEnroe is 
the only one of the four former 
champions to have survived the 
quarter-final. The odds on that 
happening were the nearest you 
could come to getting a blank 
cheque from the bookies. 

Resuming yesterday at 4-3 in 
the fourth set, Becker levelled the 
match at two sets a piece — by 
holding his subsequent two ser- 
vice games before moving to 
break point in the opening game 
of the decider. 

Suddenly, Agassi found his 
range and playing his finest tennis 
ever on grass, he produced bDril- 
liant reflexes and timing on his 
returns to dismantle Becker’s 
famed serve. Agassi broke to 15 
at 1-0 and again at 4-1 with his 
20th clean winner off Becker’s 
serve. 

Becker denied him on four 
match points at 5-2, the first on 
an astonishing overrule on a 


second serve by umpire John 
Parry, but Agassi closed out the 
match to love on his next service 
game. 


Agassi described it as “prob- 
ably one of the greatest achieve- 
ments” of his career. As for a 
baseliner winning Wimbledon, he 
said: “I’m two matches away and 
I'm telling ae one thing, there 
are only a few people that show 
up to Wimbledon who come here 
to win it and I guarantee you I’m 
one of them. I don’t show up here 
hoping to win a few matches. | 
show up here to win the thing, so 
I consider my chances really as 
good as anybody’s.” 

Becker was stunned, this being 
his sixth successive defeat by 
Agassi. “You have seen the 
match. What the hell can I do? 
He is playing the whole year not 
reat and then when he sees my 
ace on the tennis court he just 
steps two gears up. I was playing 
good, but he hit some shots that 
were not in the book, you know.”’ 

Meanwhile, resuming at five-all 
in the second set, McEnroe’s 
match with Forget turned de- 
cisively in the tie-break. At 3-6, 
McEnroe saved two set points 
with es first serves and 
then orget dumped a straight- 
forward backhand over the line 
after a good serve. 


Another three set points came 
and went the Frenchman’s way, 
one of them saved by an unerring 
topspin lob from McEnroe before 
Forget nervously netted a back- 
hand volley. He played the third 
set as if he was trying to make 
the first available flight back to 
Paris. 

McEnroe and Agassi share a 
mutual admiration for each other, 
which adds to the flavour of this 
mouth-watering contest. ‘“‘The 
only thing that could be better 
than that is if we were meeting in 
the final,” said Agassi. “I hold a 
lot of respect for John, personall 
and professionally, and I thin 
John is very talented, to say the 
least, and one who is worthy of 
tremendous respect from eve-y- 
body. However, this is going to 
be nothing personal — just busi- 
ness.” 


France chosen but 
Platini stands down 


MICHEL Platini yesterday quit as 
French team manager on the day 
his country was named to stage 
the 1998 World Cup finals. 

France beat Morocco by 12 
votes to seven at a FIFA meeting 
in Zurich where Switzerland were 
the only other country to make a 
bid. But it was Platini’s decision 
which caused a stir. Minutes after 
the announcement was made, he 
said: “I quit, it’s over.” He had 
been criticised for his negative 
tactics in the recent European 
championship. 

Platini (37), standing down after 
42 months, said: “I had made up 
my mind some time ago. I am 
sorry to break this news when we 
are celebrating.” 

“T have no plans for the 
future,”’ he added, but he has been 
linked with the job of national 
coach to Japan and has told 
friends he would be interested if 
he did not get a good job with 
France’s World Cup organising 
team. 

He was reluctantly persuaded 
to take over as coach in Novem- 
ber, 1988, after Henri Michel was 
sacked following a drawn match

in Cyprus which effectively ended 
France’s chances of qualifying for 
the 1990 World Cup. 

France narrowly failed to deny 
Scotland a place in Italia 90 but 
the team he put together for the 
1992 European Championship 
qualifying campaign enjoyed a 
two-year unbeaten run. 

They did not perform with the 
same flair as the side Platini 
excelled in but he said it was 
because he did not have players 
of the calibre of Alain Giresse and 
Jean Tigana. The midfield sector 
in which he played with those two 
steered France to two World Cup 
semi-finals, in 1982 and 1986, and 
the European championship in 
1984. 

Platini was three times Euro- 
pean Player of the Year from 
1983-85 and scored a _ French 
record 41 goals in 72 interna- 
tionals. He was captain a record 
50 games. 

As regards the World Cup in 
1998, France, who struck a deal 
with England to avoid splitting 


the European vote, saw a nine- 
year Campaign come up trumps. 
Morocco’s King Hassan II 
made an energetic personal drive 
but failed to convince FIFA that 
they should be the first African 
country to host the world’s 
biggest televised sporting event. 


Morocco had argued that as 
FIFA gave the 1994 finals to the 
United States to promote the 
game in North America they 
should apply the same reasoning 
to Africa. 


Lennart Johansson, the presi- 
dent of UEFA, said: “I think 
France won because they were 
totally equipped for such a major 
tournament. 


“IT was very impressed with the 
Moroccan bid, it was very well 
done and it is obvious they are 
going to be a strong force in the 

ture.” 

France, who. successfully 
staged the 1984 European Cham- 

ionship finals, offered 15 stadia 
in 14 towns plus a. promise to 
build a new 80,000-seat stadium 
on the Paris outskirts.

And 
still another a. Rev 
George Garrett, Dublin, was the 
owner of 54 acres in Co Mayo; 
Reps. of H. Garrett had a single 
acre at Albion Place in Belfast, 
and Joseph Garrett, Merrion, 
Dublin, had 6 acres there. 


The surname Garrett found in 
Ireland is mainly English, has also 
been used as a synonym of 
Fitzgerald, and is now numerous 
in north-east Ulster. Séamus 
Pender in his edition of A Census 
of Ireland Circa 1659 gives Garret 
and Mac Garrett as the same 
name, though now the name Mac 
Garrett appears to have been 
totally replaced by Garrett. The 
Census has a Mac Garret as a 
Titulado for the Co Limerick 
barony of Connello, and also 
among the Principal Irish name 
there. Garrett was listed among 
the Principal Irish Names in the 
City of Dublin. Taylor & Skinners 
“ie of the Roads of Ireland 
(1778), shows Garret Esq. at 
Kilgarron in the Co Carlow parish 


of Fenagh, and in the Directory of 
1814 we find a William Garrett 
Esq. at the same place, though 
now named Janeville. Another of 
the name was at Mountpleasant, 
also in the parish of Fenagh. The 
same Directory .shows Garretts 
seated in Co Tyrone, in Co 
Wexford, in Co Antrim, with two 
in Co Sligo. 


However it is with the north 
Leinster area that the Garretts are 
mostly associated. In 1655 a Cap- 
tain Garrett of Colonel Stubbers 
Regiment which was being dis- 
banded, was to be ‘satisfied’ in 
Cos Kilkenny and Queen’s 
County (now Laois). Four mem- 
bers of the family attended 
Ballintore Quaker School between 
1655 and 1794. And if one may 
reasonably presume that all of 
those Garretts were peaceable 

rsons, the same cannot be said 
or Nicholas Garrett who ‘drewe 
a draught for the killing of Shane 
Sallaughe’ Mac Mahon in 1576, 
and was paid liiis  viiid 
£2 13s 4d. Two years later a man 


from the same Leinster locality, 
Barnabie Baron of Upper Ossery, 
was content to take five marks (a 
mark was 13s 4d), for ‘killing 
Rowry Oge and bringing his 
heed’, though head money by 
Proclamation was £133 6s 8d. 


Today’s Garretts, as indicated 
by the entries in telephone 
directories, are largely in Ulster, 
there being over f10 in the 
Northern Ireland Phone Book; 34 
in the Dublin area, and 32 in the 
rest of the Republic. A goodly 
number of these latter are in 
Connaught, particularly Cos. 
Galway and Mayo. And recalling 
that the only Garrett listed in the 
1659 Census was for the City of 
Dublin, it is fitting that the author 
of Age to Age: History of the 
Parish of Drumcondra, North 
Strand, St Barnabas (1970) was 
Arthur Garrett. And recalling the 
large number of Garretts in north- 
east Ulster, it is not surprising 
that the author of The Glens of 
Antrim (1968) was Rosemary Gar- 
rett.

Barry O’Keeffe looks at the substantial upgrading of tourist facilities along the River Shannon 


HE River Shannon, the 

longest river in_ these 

islands, is becoming an 
increasingly important part of 
the drive to attract tourists, 
and is a vital source of job 
creation. Now, with EC 
backing, and as_ tourism 
numbers increase, small 
firms and individuals are 
seizing the opportunity to 
cash in. 


Since 1988, the number of 
overseas visitors to the Shannon 
has increased from 16,000 to 
24,000. A further 8,000 Irish 
people use the river. Seen as a 
major asset by many of those 
who live near it, the Shannon 
has spawned a host of cottage- 
style industries, from cruisers 
and marinas to activity centres 
and caravan parks. 

Millions of pounds is being 
poured into developments 
ranging from the provision of a 
hotel barge for anglers in 
Carrick-on-Shannon to a visitor 
centre at Drumshambo provid- 
ing information on local history, 
recreational facilities and enter- 
tainment. The two main sources 
of grant aid are the International 
Fund for Ireland (IFI) and the 
European Regional Development 
Fund (ERDF) which are com- 
plementing substantial private 
investments. 

The opening of the 
Ballyconnell/Ballinamore Canal, 
which will link the Shannon with 
the Erne system and pull in 
tourists from the North, is seen 
by many as providing a further 
boost to areas which have little 
Or no manufacturing industry. 
Costing £30 million, the link is 
due to be completed in Sep- 
tember 1993 and will be open for 
1994’s boat cruising season. 

People living in  Carrick- 
on-Shannon will tell you that the 
town, the biggest in Co Leitrim, 
virtually depends on the river for 
a living, with a vast array of bed 
and breakfast ‘places, angling 
shops and several cruise line 
companies. 

Angling is of major importance 
to south Leitrim and the town 
has been involved in constantly 
upgrading its angling facilities by 
developing the local lakes, pro- 
viding better access and fishing 
platforms for anglers. In recent 
times £79,000 has been raised for 
this purpose through the ERDF. 

Sean Fearon caters for anglers 
and runs a large guesthouse that 
can accommodate 35 visitors at a 
time. He and his wife Charlotte 
employ five part-time staff and 
cater for around 600 anglers 
during the fishing season. He 
points out that these tourists — 
who are mainly British — pro- 
vide a valuable economic spin- 
off to local pubs, restaurants, 
shops and bed and breakfasts. 

Another feature of the devel- 
opments taking place in Carrick- 
on-Shamnon is the number of 
new (private) marinas built 
within a few miles of each other. 
One reason for their develop- 
ment is that new legislation was 
recently introduced banning 
boats from docking at public 
piers for more than five days per 
month. 


Those who exceed the time 
limit face fines. The legislation 
was enacted in an effort to curb 
what is known as “harbour hog- 
ging’, where owners leave their 
boats tied up at piers virtually all 
year around. Congestion was so 
chronic that tourists could not 
dock their hire cruisers at many 
landing points. 

The marinas, many of which 
have been built or extended or 
refurbished by cruise line opera- 
tors, will charge private boat 
owners by the week, month or

year. They also offer services 
such as refuelling, use of power, 
water and showers, as well as 
cleaning and maintenance ser- 
vices. 

Carrick Marine, Rosebank, a 
marina, in Carrick-on-Shannon 
owned by Derg Line, is a case in 
point. Run-down, it was taken 
over one year ago, refurbished, 
and can now cater for 35 boats. 
The company charges approxi- 
mately £14 per foot per year, 
and currently employs three 
people. ‘The idea is that people 
can leave their boats, know that 
they are secure and that the boat 
will be ready for them to use 
when they arrive here at the 
weekends,’ says Will Giles, 
manager of Carrick Marine. 

Although marinas, like other 
water-based developments, are 
not big job providers, they do 
help attract people to an area 
where they will spend money in 
local shops, pubs and restaur- 
ants. “In an area like Carrick- 
on-Shannon, even one job is 
very important because the area 
is so depressed,” says Tom 
Maher, chairman of the Inland 
Waterways Association, an 
Organisation widely acknow- 
ledged as having fought tenuous 
and very. successful battles to 
win recognition for the import- 
ance of the country’s waterways. 

For several years, the number 
of people using the Shannon was 
Static at best, or in_ the 
doldrums. Consequently, there 
was no real re-investment by 
Cruiser companies in new fleets, 
according to Paddy O’Mahony of 
Bord Failte. In the past four 
years, however, 100 cruisers 
have been added to the fleets 
and there are now 450 on the 
Shannon. 


HE Emerald Star line, 
which has bases in 
Carrick-on-Shannon 
and in Portumna on Lough 
Derg (the largest lake on the

Shannon) now has a fleet of 
170 cruisers. Over the past 
three years it has added 30 
new boats to its fleet. ‘“The 
Shannon is very underpopu- 
lated by cruisers,’’ says 
Paddy Ryan, the firm’s man- 
aging director. 


Emerald Star has increased its 
staff in recent times and now has 
a permanent workforce of 35 
people and 40 casuals during its 
peak months (casual staff is a 
feature of the cruiser hire busi- 
ness). The company has also 
expanded its cruiser station in 
Portumna to provide more cus- 


tomer facilities. 
Mindful of the potential busi- 


ness in the need for cruiser firms 
to replace boats, a company 
called Kennedy International 
Boats was set up in Carrick- 
on-Shannon two years ago. It 
manufactures boats with steel 
hulls rather than the 
“traditional” fibreglass boats 
currently on the Shannon. 

The firm’s managing director 
Paul Moore says that using steel 
was a culture shock for cruiser 
hire companies, which thought 
they were old fashioned and 
would rust easily. He maintains 
that if properly built this is no 
the case. . 

Moore then got a group of 
investors together, put a BES 
package in place and instigated a 
company called Tara Cruisers. 
To date, Kennedy International 
has built three boats for Tara, 
another three are under con- 
Struction and 10 have been 
ordered. They hope to break into 
the British boat market and 
eventually into the Irish market. 

Kennedy International 
employs 14. Staff include a naval 
draughtsman, an electrician, a 
steel fabricator, a shipwright, 
welders and a graduate market- 
ing executive. All are from the 
locality. 

Carrick-on-Shannon contains a 
handful of hotels. The Bush,

reputedly one of the oldest in 
Ireland, is currently undergoing 
a major refurbishment. It was 
bought by Joe Dolan, whose 
family runs the County Hotel. 
Due to open in September, the 
Bush Hotel will provide an 
employment boost to the area 
with 35 people being recruited 
for permanent posts. The hotel 
will have 30 bedrooms, a bar, 
restaurant and a_ conference 
centre for up to 500 people. 
‘‘Carrick-on-Shannon has 
never been pushed as a confer- 


‘ence centre, says Dolan, who 


has been involved in winning 


incentive travel business through | 


the County Hotel. (Incentive 
travel usually involves foreign 
companies bringing a host of 
employees to a country for a 
mixture of business and 
pleasure.) 

Further down the Shannon at 
Lough Derg, a proposal to trans- 
form the lake into an “interna- 
tional water park”’ is well under 
way. The £50 million plan, which 
involves Shannon Development, 
various local authorities and 
private investors, was drawn up 
two years ago. 

‘There is a lot of good infra- 
Structure on Lough Derg 
already,’ says Brendan Russell, 
manager of tourism innovation 
and planning at Shannon Devel- 
opment. “‘Now we are bringing 
in superstructure and more 
leisure facilities.” Like many in 
the tourism business, Russell 
believes ‘‘investment begets 
investment”. 

Developments so far include 
the upgrading of the harbour at 
Terryglass (costing £300,000), 
developing the harbour at Ballina 
(£120,000) and the construction 
of a large interpretive centre 
costing £200,000 at the pictur- 
esque harbour of Killaloe. The 
harbour at the little village of 
Mountshannon, near Scariff on 
the west side of Lough Derg, has 
also been upgraded. 

Private sector developments 
include the extension of cruising 
fleets at Killaloe and activity 
centre developments at Killaloe 
and Drumineer. The largest 
marina in the country is now at 
Killaloe. Owned by cruiser hire 
company Derg Line, which is 
owned by Ryanair and Derg 
Marine, a holding company. 
owned by Brian Cullen, who 
founded Derg Line, it provides 
facilities for 250 boats. 

When Cullen set up Derg 
Line, it employed four people. 
Now there are 15 full-time and a 
number of casual staff during the 
cruising Season. Derg Line has 
25 cruisers’ which need to be 
cleaned and maintained. The 


firm’s Killaloe operation includes 


a brokerage service, selling boats 
on behalf of owners and 
workshops for refurbishing and 
repairing boats. Cullen also be- 
lieves that the River Shannon is 
underutilised and says there is a 
shortage of amenities such as 
good restaurants. 


Although Killaloe seems 
relatively well-developed it has 
suffered job losses over the past 
few years, says Christopher 
Byrnes, manager of the Lakeside 
Hotel. An -electronics firm and 
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an eyewear company have 
closed with the loss of over 100 
jobs. Like Carrick-on-Shannon, 
Killaloe has suffered de- 
population. Substantial emigra- 
tion is a feature of the area. 


‘fully-fledged business. 


“Over the past five years, 
though, there has been good 
strong growth in tourism,” says 
Byrnes. His hotel is currently 
building a leisure centre, a 
300-seater conference centre, 
and renovating existing bed- 
rooms. He says the development 
will provide further employment, 
including posts for lifeguards and 
a manager. At present the hotel 
employs 40 full-time and 35 
casual staff in the high season. 

Byrnes also sees the incentive 
travel market as a lucrative one, 
with his hotel playing a part in 
providing packages for foreign 
businesspeople coming to Ireland 
to spend time in different parts 
of the country doing different 
things. When an area can pro- 
vide a range of activities all 
involved can benefit because the 
travel organisers are more pre- 
pared to examine a_ region's 
potential for high-spending busi- 
ness conference/leisure breaks. 


HIS is an opportunity 
that has not been lost 


on Alan Condell, man- 
aging director of 
Shannonside Sailing and 
Activity Centre at 
Ballycuggeran on the main 
Killaloe/Scariff road. What 
starfed out as a hobby I1 
years ago has turned into a 
The 
centre has undergone sub- 
stantial expansion over the 
past three years and now 
employs eight people full- 
time and up to 20 people 
during the summer. 
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Activities include sailing, 
windsurfing, canoeing, cycling, 
pony trekking, swimming and 
archery. It has been designated a 
national sailing centre by the 
Irish Yachting Association and 
the Royal Yachting Association, 
and it specialises in windsurfing 
and sailing courses. Candell says 
there is a lot of employment 
potential on the Shannon but “‘it 
needs good quality development, 
not tin shack operations”. The 
days of shoddys standards in 
tourism have long gone, he adds. 

Caravan parks and self- 
catering holiday homes are also 
expanding along the river as -the 
number of tourists using the 
waterway increases. In 1980 
Michael Mannion opened the 
Lough Derg Camping and 
Caravan Park and has _ been 
adding facilities and “pitches” 
for tents and caravans ever 
since. He employs nine full-time 
and several part-time staff to run 
the venture, which includes a 
games room, shop and boating 
facilities. 

Mannion availed of the Busi- 
ness Expansion Scheme to build 
several high-quality, three and 
four bedroom self-catering holi- 
day homes on part of his site. 
With anglers in mind it has 
storage for angling gear, drying 
rooms for wet clothes and cold 
rooms for bait. The holiday 
homes have generated jobs dur- 
ing construction and mainten- 
ance jobs since. 

Mannion is from Co Meath 
originally and saw employment 
and business opportunities on 
the Shannon when he holidayed 
in Killaloe. He too believes in 
the vast amount of opportunities 
the natural amenity can provide. 

‘‘People, especially local 
people, do not realise the 
employment opportunities it can 
offer,” he says. ““They wait for 
somebody clse to be successful, 
then say ‘I could have done 
that’.”

Kilis O’Hanlon on an opportunity for international MBA students to study European management ideas 
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HAT is a _ Euro 

manager and what 

does he or she need 
to compete in the business 
world of today? This is the 
central .question MBA stud- 
ents will be asking them- 
selves at the ESSAM 
summer school, now being 
‘held in UCD’s Graduate 
School of Business at Black- 
rock. 

The theme of the two week 
programme, which began on 
June 21st and will finish on July 
Sth, is “Strategic Management in 
Contemporary Europe’’, and 
more than 80 students from 
Ireland, Scotland, Portugal, 
Denmark, the Netherlands, 
France, the United States and 
Australia are attending. 

ESSAM (European Summer 
School of Advanced Manage- 
ment) is organised by a consor- 
tium of five European business 
schools, which combine re- 
sources for two weeks each year 
to provide intensive courses in 
European business themes for 
their MBA students. This is the 
first time the annual event has 
been held in Ireland. 

The programme was set up 
five years ago by Douglas 
Briggs, who teaches at the 
Glasgow Business School. He 
felt it was “absolutely vital’’ that 
changes taking place in the busi- 
ness world, especially the move 
towards European unity, should 
be addressed on the MBA sylla- 
bus. 

“You can’t honestly deliver a

credible MBA programme that 
doesn’t have a European dimen- 
sion,” he says “It’s my view 
that you can’t educate managers 
without some international ex- 
perience.” Five years ago there 
was no forum on which to get 
that experience. Briggs decided 
to create one and ESSAM was 
born. 

“It’s one thing to study Euro- 
pean business but we make a 
distinction between knowledge 
and process. An opportunity like 
this contributes enormously to 
the process.”’ 


The two-week programme is 
tightly packed, consisting of lec- 
tures, seminars, projects, 
assignments and discussion 
groups. Some of the areas to be 
covered are: theory and practice 
of strategic management; life 
after Maastricht; the politics of 
European integration; and strat- 
egy formulation in the EC food 
industry. 

Students from different coun- 
tries are grouped together and 
given a variety of projects to 
complete. These exercises, it is 
hoped, encourage cooperation, 
the exchange of ideas, and 
ultimately lead to a_ greater 
understanding of different cul- 
tures. One of the main projects 
the students have been asked to 
complete this year is to devise a 
list of specifications for the ideal 
Euro manager. 

“That’s a challenge because 
they have to learn to cope 
together and produce something 
tangible,” says Briggs. 


The chance to work with the 
future managers of Europe is 
considered a unique experience 
and one of the central benefits of 
the summer school. Students 
from different countries bring a 
variety of approaches to problem 
solving and to the problems they 
face in their home environment. 

The Aarhus School of Busi- 
ness in Denmark recently com- 
pleted research into the main 
problems faced by business in 
the five member countries of 
ESSAM (Denmark, the Nether- 
lands, Portugal, Scotland and 
Ireland). The differences make 
for interesting reading. 


In Denmark, management felt 
the crucial problems there 
stemmed from political and eco- 
nomic conditions they con- 
sidered restrictive; Portuguese 
managers complained there was 
a built-in conflict between 
management and staff, revolving 
around short and long-term 
management strategy; the 
Netherlands had big problems 
with internal bureaucracy and 
finding the right motivational 
tools, and Scotland said the 
press was too interested in scan- 
dals instead of real information. 

Here in Ireland, the number 
one problem faced by general 
management is that the Irish 
business environment discour- 
ages entrepreneurship, followed 
by the feeling that Ireland lacked 
the research and development 
needed to create internationally 
competitive development. 

‘‘There was a feeling in 


Ireland that we’re a small coun- 
try so how do we _ compete 
internationally,’ says Steve 
Mosborg of the Aarhus School of 
Business. ‘“There was a feeling 
that you didn’t have the right 
tools to compete in the global 
market. 

“If there is one theme running 
through this, it is that it is 
difficult to implement change. 
There’s an unwillingness to push 
through management changes.” 

The problem with events such 
as this summer school, however, 
is that they are often seen as 
talking shops where nothing of 
substance is ever achieved. 
ESSAM is anxious that this 
event should ‘be seen differently. 


“It’s met another conference,” 
explains Jim Crowley, ESSAM 
academic director at UCD. “It’s 
a part of their programme.” 


The summer school is pre- 
sented as part of the MBA 
syllabus and students who 
choose this course are expected 
to complete a project, the results 
of which go towards the final 
exam. Crowley considers this an 
important option for MBA stud- 
ents and, although not compul- 
sory at this stage, he says it is 
moving in that direction. 

Although the two week pro- 
gramme is a tough one, 
management strategy is not the 
only area to be explored. There 
is time to discover a bit about 
Irish social habits, with a full 
range of leisure activities laid on 
by the summer school orga- 
nisers.

OURISM will enter the 

school curriculum as a 

subject in its own right 
this September when CERT, 
the state tourism training 
agency, launches its Tourism 
Awareness Programme. 


‘We want to encourage young 

ople to think about tourism 
rom an early age,” says Anna 
Carroll, head of education and 
research with CERT. Carroll is 
hopeful that the programme will 
inspire many pupils to pursue a 
long-term career in tourism and 
promote professional attitudes 
within the industry. 

The programme °‘Was ‘also 


of the importance of tourism to 
the Irish economy, says Ray 
Shanks, chairman of the Travel 
and Tourism Programme in 
Ireland. Last year foreign 
tourists and home holidaymakers 
spent a total of £1.5 billion in 
Ireland. Approximately one in 
every 14 jobs in the State is in 
the tourism sector. 

The new programme is 
operated by CERT in -conjunc- 
tion with the Department of 
Education. The programme re- 
ceives active support from a 
number of major tourism com- 

anies ea American 

xpress Ireland, Jury’s Hotels, 
Great Southern Hotel Group, 
Bord Failte and Forte Ireland. 
These companies have helped to 
finance the programme and they 
also provide expertise in the area 
of tourism, says Linda 
McLoughlin, the programme co- 
ordinator. “It is in the interest of 
these companies to sponsor us 
because they have to attract new 
blood and get new talent into the 
ee if they are going to 
move forward,” she says. 

The course can be used by 
schools as part of the transition 


year or offered as a post-Leaving 
Cert course, says McLoughlin. 
“It’s very much an activity 
based course, it’s much _ less 
academic than the Leaving Cer- 
tificate,”’ she says. 

Students who choose to par- 
ticipate in the course will spend 
between four and five hours a 
week ag a wide variety of 
subjects.

At present there are approxi- 
mately 60 schools interested in 
Starting the programme in Sep- 
tember. McLoughlin is hopeful 
that more will join the scheme 
and CERT have extended the 
deadline for registration until the 
end of July. 

Schools which apply will re- 
ceive a course syllabus and a 
500-page tourism study pack. 
CERT will provide in-service 
training for teachers — the 
scheme, says McLoughlin.

McLoughlin is convinced that 
the Tourism Awarness Pro- 
gramme will be a _ resounding 
success. “I think a career in 
tourism has not seemed such an 
attractive proposition until now. 
The course will definitely im- 
prove the image of the indus- 
try.’’ Students who feel that they 
would like to pursue a career in 
tourism or who wish to study the 
idea in more detail can get on 
one of the CERT foundation 
tourism courses in the regional 
technical colleges, says 
McLoughlin. 


The course will not just be of 
benefit to the prospective hotel 
manager or travel agent, says 
McLoughlin. “The programme is 
still a valuable educational ex- 
perience. We are all tourists at 
some point. The course will help 
people to be more discerning as 
their options as a tourist.”

Going Dutch—an option for Iris 


HEN Carmel Wil- 
liams returned home 
to Ireland 10 years 
ago, having worked in senior 
nursing positions in Britain 
and Holland, she dropped 
into a Dublin hospital “‘just 
in case they were looking for 
people’’. A lot of the authori- 
tarianism attached to nursing 
had vanished elsewhere so 
she was understandably 
“dumbfounded at the reac- 
tion”. She decided there and 
then that she would never 
take a nursing job at home. 
“T just asked at reception if I 
could see someone from _ per- 
sonnel so I could fill in an 
application form and be put on 
file if any junior sister posts 
happened to come up,” she 
recalls. ‘“The woman at the desk 
seemed shocked and she said 
‘Sit down YOU and wait’. The 
next thing, this matron, a big 
burly nun, was standing in front 
of me saying: ‘How DARE you 
walk in off the street and ask for 
an application form; who do you 
think YOU are?’ Needless to say 
I nearly died of shock.” 
Williams was sternly told that 
if and when an advertisement 
appeared in the paper she could 
reply in her own handwriting for 
an application form. Matron 
would analyse her handwriting 
and if it was up to scratch then 
she might send her the form. 
The winds of change may have 
penetrated the higher echelons 
since, but Williams suspects that 
here and there a_ throwback 
stalks the establishment striking 
fear and dread into newcomers. 
As head of the intensive care 
Cepartment at the Netherlands 
Cancer Institute, Antoni van 


Leeuwenhoek Hospital in 
Amsterdam, Williams is today 
worlds removed from the era of 
draconian matrons and speaking 
to doctors only when they 
address her first. She was 
recruited through a _ nursing 
agency on a six-month ‘contract 
in 1982 and at the end was 
offered promotion. Two years 
ago she was made head of 
intensive care. It is a job involv- 
ing managerial and organisational 
skills, endless stamina, powers 
of persuasion in pushing for 
larger slices of the budgetary 
cake, and if they are especially 
busy, bedside nursing. 


She also looks after the re- 
cruitment of nurses for intensive 
care at the hospital, which has 
an international reputation for 
cancer treatment and has pio- 
neered many new techniques in 
its 79-year history. 

The Netherlands, incidentally, 
has a good record for looking 
after its sick, spending over 9.4 
per cent of the gross national 
product on its total health 
system. The Netherlands Cancer 
Institute has eight floors of re- 
search facilities and does not 
suffer through lack of monies for 
essential equipment. Explains 
Williams: “We would never be 
dependent on charities to raise 
money for things like ventilators, 
which I hear still happens in 
Britain and Ireland.” 

There is, however, quite a 
severe shortage of nurses in the 
Netherlands and in recent years 
several hospitals have embarked 
on training programmes for Irish 
school leavers to fill the gap. 
This is still in its infancy but the 
meceincy P mt agreement be- 
tween FAS and its Dutch equiva- 
lent to enhance labour mobility 
is expected to Open up more 


opportunities in the health ser- 
vice. : 

A full-time FAS official is 
tapping job vacancies in this and 
other sectors and the availability 
of up to 1,000 positions across 
the board this year is targeted. 

Nursing in general in Holland, 
Williams finds, does not enjoy 
any degree of professional status 
nor does it have the vocational 
aspect it has in Ireland. ‘“‘School 
leavers certainly don’t look at 
nursing with enthusiasm here. 
An 18-year-old secretary will 
earn as much as a qualified 
nurse so they take the view: 
‘Why should I look after people 
all day and give them bedpans 
and that sort of thing?’.” 

A Dutch student nurse will 
have take-home pay of around 
600 guilders (just under £200) a 
week, which is considered poor 
money by Dutch standards but 
compares quite well with pay in 
Ireland. Williams puts the stand- 
ard of waynes, 8 on a par with 
home but the Dutch place more 
emphasis on the clinical aspects. 
“They talk a lot about the 
psychological needs of the 
patients; but I haven’t seen a 


great deal of that put into prac- 


tice.” 

If she has one real criticism it 
is that Dutch nurses are too 
detached and, while doing their 
work competently, maintain 
much more distance and even 
aloofness from patients than do 
their Irish colleagues. 

The reason Irish nurses are so 
pores in Dutch hospitals, says 

illiams, is that they have a 
ar page caring attitude and 

ring a sense of humour to their 
work. “I tell my nurses that 
laughter and sharing a joke is 
essential,’’ she says. 

Having cared for cancer 
patients during her training, Wil- 


liams was reluctant to work in a 
hospital treating only cancer 
cases. “I always used to think if 
you have cancer you are going 
to die and I didn’t want to nurse 

ople with that facing them. 

ut so much has changed in 
cancer. treatment and our hos- 
_ is a good example of that. 

ome of the surgery may not be 
curative but it relieves symptoms 
and greatly improves people’s 
quality of life. 

“Patients come to us from all 
over the world; they undergo 
often major mutilative surgery 
after being given up elsewhere. 
The life expectancy of many is 
increased, some are cured and 
there are also partial remissions 
and all kinds of ways of relieving 
symptoms. So there are some 
‘success stories.”’ 

A major difference, too, is the 
approach to cancer and the open 
relationship between staff and 
patients and their families. ‘For 
the Dutch it is also the Big C 
and like at home they are nearly 
always afraid to say the actual 
word. But our policy is to be 
totally honest. From the word go 
the doctors tell them exactly 
what is involved. Nobody is ever 
left in the dark; they know what 
can be done and what cannot 
and they and their families are 
consulted every step of the way. 

“While I think that approach 
is unique in our hospital, in the 
Netherlands in general I have 
noticed a far better doctor- 
patient) communication.

The fastest-growing economy in the 
world — Japan’s — needs its managers 
and technicians to be able to speak 


English. So who is teaching them and _ 


where do these teachers come from?

English in Japan has bee) 

transformed from a small 
aspect of the education 
system to being a huge eco- 
nomic phenomenon. To be- 
come part of this growth 
industry, a degree, a neat 
business suit, a smile and 
plenty of Irish charm are all 
that is needed. 

Nobody seems to care about 
the standard of the degree, nor is 
the discipline in which you 
graduated important. (In my 
school, there are 10 teachers; 
“one trained teacher, a science 
graduate, a musician, a computer 
technician, two business gradu- 
ates and four arts graduates.) 

As the Japanese economy con- 
tinues to thrive, and most other 
economies seem to slide, 
increasing pressure is being put 
on Japan to provide jobs for 
foreigners. The Japanese believe 
that English is the language of 
the world. They also realise that, 
to become a world power, they 
must become more open and 
integrated. Learning English is 
an essential part of this process. 

The Japanese are driven by 
ey are also brilliant 
at hanging on to a good thing 
once they have found it. Since 
1945, economics, industry and 
English have workéd. And the 
Japanese are certainly not going 
to let go of them now. 

I arrived in Kyoto last August. 
Kyoto is a city about the same 
size as Dublin, but in _ close 
proximity to Osaka — the 
second largest city in Japan. It 
- took me three weeks to find a 
job and those weeks were hell. I 
spent at least £50 telephoning 
hundreds of schools based in 
those cities. 

Because I was calling English 
schools I presumed they spoke 
English. I presumed wrongly. 
Out of the 100 schools that I 
contacted, I got 10 interviews. 
Being young, Irish, a woman just 
two months out of college, was 
no great advantage. What they 
tend to look for is North Ameri- 
can men with blonde hair and 
blue eyes in their mid-20s. I 
didn’t quite fit that bill and so 
faced various dilemmas. 

Some ple did not know 
where Ireland was. Others did 
not believe that I was a graduate 
aged 20. Some Japanese men 
were not interested in hiring 
female teachers. One or two 
were just lonely foreigners happy 
to talk to me for the afternoon 
but in no way interested in 
giving me a job. 

Most of them did not believe I 
was capable of dressing like a 
first class business woman, and 
they were right. As an over- 
sized woman, short tight skirts 
and fitted jackets are not m 
style. Wide pants and floral, 
flowing shirts are. But this is not 
their look, and it is sneered at as 
informal and messy. 

A neat conservative, sharp 
sense of dress is of ultimate 
importance when searching for 
employment in Japan. 

ventually, I was offered a job 
by one of the largest English 
teaching companies, often re- 
ferred to as the McDonald’s of 
English schools. They hire be- 
tween two and ten people a 
week, every week. But I didn’t

care because now I was one of 
them. Like everything else in 
life, it was simply a matter of 
being in the right place at the 
right time. 

Six months later I can say that 
it was well worth it. The com- 
pany (and I say company, not 
school, because English teaching 
in Japan is primarily about busi- 
ness, not education) gave me 
four days orientation and train- 
ing, after which I went straight 
in to the classroom. 

These were not as I had 
imagined them to be, but small 4 
ft x 4 ft cubicles, separated from 


the next only by glass partitions. - 


My school is on the sixth floor 
of an eight storey building. It is 
completely open plan except for 
the staff room. An electronic bell 
chimes every hour on the hour, 
when all the teachers go to the 
waiting area and call out the 
unpronouncable names of their 
students. 

What. I do is teach — 
conversation. In other words, I 
talk to people in my language 
and learn about their lives and 
culture. There are never more 
than three in a class, so — 
I work quite hard it is usually 
enjoyable and often fun. Seven 
hours a day, five days a week 
(with a 10 minute break between 
classes) is spent in constant 
contact with Japanese people. 

My job is more than teaching 
English I introduce them to 
western ideas and ways of life. I 
don’t bow because nobody in 
Dublin, London or New York 
does and, anyway, I don’t know 
how. 

Neither do I shake their hands 
because it is meant to be a 
casual environment. I call them 
by their surnames because in 
Japan you must, and they call 
me by my first name — which 
they find very difficult because 
only family, close friends and 
lovers qualify for such familiarity 
in Japan. 

I introduce myself and try to 
stimulate chat of some form. The 
women sit petite, straight-backed 
and lady-like. The men slouch 
with their legs spread. The 
school children sit to attention. 
The students, who have spent 
some time in Hawaii, North 
America or Australia, cross their 
legs and smile. 

ey have all studied English 
at school and have some under- 
standing of the basics. However, 
the Japanese education system 
teaches students to conform, not 
to speak out. Therefore I am 
paid large sums of money to woo 
them to speak English. Initially, 
they are terrified, for few of 
them have ever had any previous 
contact with foreigners. 

Once they realise that you are 
human they open up and relax a 
little. Yet they never forget that 
you are foreign and they are 
Japanese, that you are different 
and they are normal. There are 
very few places in Japanese 
society where the people can 
honestly express their beliefs 
and emotions. 

I believe that for many of the 
millions who live in Japan 
English class is the closest they 
will ever come to a_ therapy 
session. And it is for this reason 
that I have learned so much 
about Japan. 

Children tell me why they 
have to study so hard and what

their ambitions are. Students tell 
me that the four years they 
spend in university is the only 
time in their life that they can 
just hang out and do what they 
want. Housewives show me pic- 
tures of their families and por- 
tray the strength of Japanese 
women, whom I originally had 
believed to be second class citi- 
zens. 

Office ladies explain why they 
don’t want to be treated as 
men’s equals. Salaried men 
admit to over-work, exhaustion, 
frustration and pressure. Suc- 
cessful businessmen tell me that 
Americans are lazy. A Buddhist 
priest lends me a book on Zen. 
A special student translates his 
poetry into English and touches 
my soul. 

A 70-year-old man brings me 
out to lunch in Kyoto’s best 
hotel. He was a kamikaze pilot 
in the second World War and 
wants to learn more about 
Ireland. A ballet dancer thrives 
in each class, because if she 
learns English — then maybe, 
just maybe, there is a chance 
that she can dance with the 
Royal Ballet Company in 
London. 


Japanese English teachers 


attend so that they can teach the 
new generation through English, 
not Bee Young women ask 
me if I find Japanese men attrac- 
tive. Young men ask me if I am 
married. Classtime is spend 
learning about language, ideas 
and lifestyles. 

Sometimes after work students 
and teachers go out for some 
food and drinks. It is often here 
that students open up the most. 
As we guzzle away, they sit red 
faced and bleary-eyed, telling 
their deepest secrets. Likewise 
we westerners learn how to be 
dignified and discreet. Too much 
socialising is not recommended 
because most Japanese com- 

anies which hire foreigners 

ave a ‘fine’ system. This means 
that if I am over 10 minutes late 
without giving a three hour 
warning I will be fined from £30 
to £60, as well as losing the pay 
for the hours missed. 

How, I ask myself, can I warn 
them three hours in advance if I 
oversleep? The Japanese cannot 
comprehend tardiness: if my 
train is delayed on my way to 
work, as I leave the station I will 
be handed a computerised 
docket which gives the time, 


date, destination and reason for 


the delay. Having one of these is 
the only — excuse for 
being late. Taking days off is 
unheard of, so there is no such 
thing as a sickie! 

My — teaching company 
is run, like most others, on a 
system based on medieval 


society. One man at: the ‘top © 


owns the business. An efficient 
group of hard working men con- 
trol the decision-making and 
management. Then there are the 
office ladies who look after the 
schools. 

Office ladies are the adminis- 
tration staff — typists, telephone 
answerers, cleaners and 
saleswomen rolled into one very 
short skirt. Once you walk into a 
school the only people you see 
are foreign teachers and very 
attractive, well groomed, 
smiling, courteous Japanese 
young women. 

They are the connection be- 
tween the native English 
teachers and the Japanese 
management. They run_ the 
show, by making schedules, 
greeting the students, keepin 
the teachers content, doing a 
forms of secretarial work, clean- 
ing the office, classrooms and 
toilets and selling lessons. The

latter is the most impurtant be- 
cause in the end everything here 
is based on profit. 


The school I work for has 
over 100,000 students — the 
office ladies sell the lessons 
because they look good, the 
lessons are cheap, all the 
teachers are native English 
speakers, each school is within a 
two minute walk from the 
nearest train or subway station, 
and students can book leinan at 
any time. 


So, while I am getting to know 
my students and the system, I 
tell them about myself and my 
country, for they are genuinely 
interested. For them this big, 
alien woman, whom they can 
relate to in a foreign language, is 
their key to the west. Most of 
them don’t know where Ireland 
is. If they do know, it is due to 
U2, Joyce or rugby. 


Yet, they respect me. They 
may not have heard of Ireland 
but they do know about the 
Celts. Although it took me by 
surprise, I discovered that 
Japanese people have the 
greatest respect for a race whose 
character, culture and history is 
as rich and diverse as their own.

CII throws down the gauntlet on jobs 


HE Confederation of 
; Irish Industry has 
thrown down the 
gauntlet to employers to help 
reduce unemployment figures 
by taking on staff to train 
under a new scheme it has 
drawn up. 


The scheme, details of which 
were announced last week, 
would involve a one-year train- 
ing programme for all young 

ople entering the jobs market 
or the first time. The training 
involved would be carefully 
structured and would result in a 
nationally recognised certificate. 

“It is up to employers to take 
up the scheme, they must & a 
vide the lead,’’ says Niall 
Meghan, secretary of the CII’s 
human resource policy commit- 
tee, which drew up the proposal. 
The scheme proposes that 
everyone, from graduates enter- 
ing their first job to school 
leavers, should undertake a 
training programme organised 
and controlled by industry. 

e CII also recommends that 
FAS, the national training 
authority, should set up a special 
division with its own board. The 
majority of this board should 
represent those who provide the 
training places. This, says the 
CII, is necessary in order to 
develop tailor-made training pro- 
grammes that include nationally 
recognised aspects of training. 

“Your first year in the work- 
force should be combined with 
education and rsonal_ devel- 
opment, but it should be based 
mostly in the workforce,” says 
Tony Kilduff, chairman of the 
policy committee. “It is aimed at 
giving people experience to set 
them up for real productive 
activity.’ 

The CII, which represents the 
interests of Irish industry, says 
_ that whether people are gradu- 
ates or school leavers, when 
they take up their first job they 
are not wholly productive — 
they need a period of training 
anyway, so why not structure it

“There is no reason why small 
companies cannot use it,” says 
Kilduff. “It wouldn’t be success- 
ful if it was just a big company 
scheme.” 

The CII says the funding for it 
is already in place — through the 
job training scheme launched 
over two months ago and which

is designed to take 10,000 off the 
dole. Seventy-five per cent of 
the cost is borne by the Euro- 
pean Social Fund and 25 per 
cent by the employer. The CII 
believes that this ESF funding 
would be available. 

However, Niall Meghan says

for employers in terms of time 
taken to train people, and these 
costs will vary from company to

the scheme and training modules 
are put in place, these costs 
should fall. 

There is also no guarantee that 
the one year training programme 
will result in a permanent job.

“It is the same as the appren- 
ticeship system,” he says. “A 
very high percentage of appren- 
tices remain with their com- 
panies after training, but this is 
no guarantee of a job at the end 
of an apprenticeship.” 

Tony Kilduff and Colm 
MacGiolla, director of group 
human resources in CIE and a 
member of the CII’s human 
resources policy committee, say 
that the scheme will help make 
the Irish workforce more com- 
petitive. They maintain there is a 
need to promote training as 
distinct from education. 

“‘We want to change the ethos 
of Irish industry,”’ says Meghan, 
“and get it more training con- 
scious by providing initial train- 
ing for employees.” 

e scheme has not been 
discussed with trade unions, but 
the CII believes they will be in 
favour of it. The next step is to 
lobby the Government to agree 
to it. The CII says it will be 
promoting the scheme among its 
own members. 


The CII also unveiled recom- 
mendations last week which 
include: 


@ The remit of the National 
Council for Vocational Awards 
edge should be extended to 
cover all vocational training;

Pat Hickey, Olympic Council of Ireland: 
medals ona shoestring _. 


In less than a month’s time the 
70-strong Irish Olympic team will 
depart for Barcelona. For the athletes it 
is the culmination of four year’s train- 
ing. For the Olympic Council of Ireland 
it is the last stage of a mammoth 
organisational task frustrated by limited 
funding and the lack of Government 
support for sport, its president, Pat 

Hickey, explains to OLIVE KEOGH

Europe. With a Government grant of just £475,000 to 
divide between 24 sports, Ireland trails behind countries 
such as Luxembourg, which has a population of 100,000 and 
an Olympic budget of £1.5 million, and Norway, with five 
million people and £8 million to spend on its Olympic team.

For Pat Hickey, president of the Olympic Council of Ireland, the 
ultimate irony is that the council has less money now than it had 
before the launch of the National Lottery. “Money from the lottery 
was supposed to give sport and the arts a much needed boost. Yet 
we have had less money to prepare for Barcelona than we had for 
Korea four years ago. The arts and sport have received less than 8 
per cent of monies raised by the lottery so far,” he says. 

This lack of Government support js a sore point with Hickey, who 
believes that it boils down to the fact that there are no votes in sport. 
Until this situation changes, few politicians will show any real 
interest in the subject, he says. 

“The only time politicians think of sport is when they see an 
Opportunity to jump on the bandwagon of somebody’s success and 
turn up at the airport to welcome them home,” he says. 

“When swimmer Gary O’Toole won his silver medal the Minister 
for Sport met him at the airport and in a subsequent speech the 
Taoiseach of the day, Charles Haughey, promised him a 50 metre 
pool in Ireland where he could train for the Barcelona Olympics. 
‘Here we are less than four weeks from Barcelona and Gary is in the 
US because we still have no 50 metre pool. Not suprisingly, he’s 
very disillusioned about it. These are idealistic young people and it’s 
very wrong to make promises to them which will never be kept.” 

A glimmer of light at the end of the tunnel is provided by Finance 
Minister Bertie Ahern, whom Hickey believes is the one politician 
With clout who has a genuine interest in sport. “The sports ministry 
in Ireland is a joke. If a minister is not at the cabinet table at senior 
tank their corner stands no chance when the deals are being done. 
But Bertie Ahern is the man with the money and he shares our vision 
of building an elite group of athletes — between 20 and 30 — who 
would be given the resources to allow them train full-time for the 
next games,”’ says Hickey. : 

“We need to maintain our existing level of funding to support 
those coming along and we need extra resources to groom a select 
group with the intention of winning medals. It’s chicken and egg — if 
we win medals we could attract more sponsorship. The Irish are the 
‘last true amateurs in world sport, but with standards going up all the 
time we can’t hope to compete unless we become more professional 
in our approach,” he says. 

Hickey estimates that it would take roughly £1.75 milliof to fund 
the Irish Olympic movement properly. What infuriates him is that the 
sum is so small in the overall context of government spending, yet it 
blocks the way to the medals rostrum. The council has been active 
and successful in seeking corporate sponsorship, but Hickey stresses 
that much of the support received is “in kind” rather than in hard 
cash. | 

Ireland has not won a gold medal since 1956 and the country’s 
highest hopes in Barcelona, says Hickey, lie with Belfast boxer 
Wayne McCullough, Dublin canoeist Ian Wiley, and marathon runner 
John Treacy. However, McCullough and Wiley are unusual among 
Irish athletes in that both have been able to train full-time. 
McCullough has been sponsored by AIB Bank while Wiley’s family 
have supported him during his training and competition experience 
abroad. Wiley is now ranked second in the world in slalom canoeing. 

“Because we don’t have the facilities, we can never host a 
European or world championships so our athletes have to go abroad 
for their experience. Air fares represent a huge drain on our 
resources,” says Hickey, who points out the significance of a 
sponsorship deal clinched with the US airline Delta to provide free 
travel for Irish athletes training in the United States. 

“We are also enormously indebted to the US Olympic Council, 
which has almost adopted us and has been taking Irish athletes onto 
its training programmes for nothing. This is the first time our athletes 
have ever been able to go abroad for warm weather training, which is 
a major breakthrough,” says Hickey. 

‘Irish athletes have also benefited from a similar training arrange- 
ment with the Italian Olympic Committee and 14 track and field 
athletes have recently returned from training there. “The only costs 
to us were the air fares and again we had nothing to offer the Italians 
in return, or so we. thought,” says Hickey. “But they have now 
asked us if they could send their junior golf team to Ireland for ‘foul 
weather’ training and I think we should be able to oblige!”

NLIKE the larger European countries whose Olympic 
councils are staffed by full-time paid employees, the 
Olympic Council of Ireland has just one permanent 
staff member to handle administration. The rest of the 
management team are volunteers who devote most of their 
free time to the organisation. Pat Hickey runs his own 
financial services and auctioneering business and spends a 
portion of each day and most of his weekends on council 


business. 


“I’m generally in the office by 7 am and spend the first two hours 
on Olympic business. I then try to do a normal day’s work, which is 
quite difficult as there is a constant stream of phone calls. From 4 pm 
onwards it’s more Olympics as well as all day Saturday and part of 
Sunday. I should say that I couldn’t do it without the support of my 
wife and family. They are behind me one million per cent,” he says. 

A black belt in judo who has represented Ireland over 50 times in 
international competition, Hickey missed the Montreal games 
because of lack of funding. ““Money was scarce, a number of sports 
were cut back and judo was one of them. I lost out so I know how it 
feels,’’ he says. 

Hickey is more aware than most, therefore, of the sensitivities and 
politics involved in selection. However he is adamant that the rules 
must be applied with no exceptions. He feels both dismayed and 
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@ Pat Hickey: ‘‘I don’t suffer fools gladly and if someone isn’t doing their job, I’ll tell them. My team puts an enormous amount of time and effort into this job and I expect other people 


saddened by the recent furore over the selection of swimmer Gina 
Galligan, and he is anxious that similar pressures should not be put 
on other athletes in the future. : 

“We are a democratic organisation elected to office by represent- 
atives of the 24 Olympic sports. We fully accept the need to be 
accountable to any person or public representative when it comes to 
our grant and how we spend it. We do not accept intervention in the 
area of athlete selection. The qualifying standards are black’ and 
white. If an athlete doesn’t run or swim from here to there in the 
required time, they are not selected,” he says. 

“What is upsetting is that the coaches, administrators and PR 
people behind the campaign to push athletes forward ruin it for the 
other marginal performers who have just missed qualifying times. 
Under normal circumstances they would probably have been 
selected, but because of the recent controversy there’s no room for 
flexibility. Swimming has a lot to answer for in this.” 

Since Hickey took over at the Olympic Council of Ireland in 1988, 
he has worked hard to put a strong management structure and a long- 
term business plan in place. “Prior to this the council was dawdling 
along with no set ideas, willing to take whatever it was given. I felt it 


needed to become properly organised if we’re ever to get back to 
winning gold medals,” he says. 


“I come from a business background, as do most of the five 
members of the Olympic management team, and we’ve brought 
business skills to our roles here. We run lit like a company and each 
person has their own areas of responsibility.” 

Hickey’s term of office ends with the Barcelona games, but he is 
hopeful that he and his team will be re-elected for another four year 
period. At the council’s recent AGM, their achievements were 
acknowledged and their plans endorsed, which Hickey finds 
encouraging. ““We set an agenda and everything we promised we’ve 
done. If we’re judged to be doing a good job we'll be re-elected,” he

HILE Barcelona is important for Pat Hickey, the 

games in Atlanta in four year’s time are already on 

his mind. “The team for Barcelona is the best- 
prepared Irish team ever, they have never had so many 
coaching and training opportunities,” he says. “But there is 
still a long way to go and by the time we go to the US our 
chances should be much improved if we have managed to 
secure the money for the necessary training programmes. We 
are starting to perform well in niche sports such as rowing 
and canoeing which seem to suit us, and this is where our 
medal hopes lie in the future.” : 


Hickey is quick to admit that there are those who find his rather 
forceful and direct approach to running the Irish Olympic Council 
somewhat abrasive. “I don’t suffer fools gladly and if someone isn’t 
doing their job, I'll tell them. My team puts an enormous amount of 
time and effort into this job and I expect other people to do the 
same. I like to tackle things head-on and in the open. 

“I’m not into hiding things under the carpet. Traditionally, the 
council had an ostrich approach to the media and to any problems 
which arose. I don’t believe in operating this way. If something goes 
wrong Or a mistake is made I prefer to be up-front about it and sort it 
out as quickly as possible.”’ 

Hickey says the nightmare which haunts him is the prospect of an 
Irish athlete testing positive for drugs. “I know this is Holy Catholic 
Ireland but it’s naive to think that it will never happen,” he says. 
“With the assistance of the US ‘Olympic Council we have started to 
test athletes based here and we will be extending it to those resident 
overseas. My own view is that those on drugs should be banned for 
life. You have to take a very hard line.” 

With the issue of adequate funding for sport in Ireland uppermost 
in his mind, Hickey decided to try to overcome what he describes as 
the Government’s “divide and conquer” attitude to sport. His aim 
was to bring all the major sporting bodies together to work towards 
the common goal of raising the profile of sport and securing what 
they see as their fair share of the lottery money. | 

Aware of ancient rivalries between the sports, he spent two years 
preparing the ground for the first historic meeting of groups such as 
the GAA and IRFU. Pat Hickey is not giving away much about their 
lobbying plans but he says that as a combined group they now 
represent over 1.5 million voters willing to flex their muscles.
